1 hove gotthus tiv aly and well on my 
way lo K—--, and though Loam very much 
hurried, 7 must send you a fow nes to let yor 
know how Tam potting on Tet Bo. ~ on the 
evening of the Let af Chis month, wid travelling 
ahout forty miles a-night, reached Gooty on the 
mnorning of the 6th, So fi Thad buagalows to 
rest in during the daytime, hut thay were very 
uncomfortable, and tho weather was torntbly 
hot) Tho noxt night T posted on sttystliveo 
miley fo Kurnool, a largo town und: fort, on,the 
Toomboodra river, ‘Mhere 1 torn some fiouda, 
with whom 1 spent two days. ; 
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From Kurnool T cane hither in tivo long runs, 
resting during the heal of the day under a tree. 
You know, I dare sny, how [ am travelling. I 
sent my horse and. baggage yp lo K—- by the 
shortest road, only keoping with mo a few ne- 
ceasnry things that can bo envied in my palkee 
aud in a pair of cowry baskets, I havo no 
servants,  Beavors aro posted for me evory 
Aftoon ov twenty miles, and I get one of them to 
cook mo somo food, or elso I boil myself some 
oges, and eat them with somo bread. I havo 
now rested hore threo days, staying with Captain 
and Mrs. B—-—, and I go on to-morrow. I 
mean to an fifty miles a-night, and so I hope to 
reach K—— in sovon nights, 

Alarch 15, T write to-day from a shed by the 
wayside, about forty milos on my way. T have 
‘beon surrounded all the morning by natives, 
travellers, vesting like mysolf, ‘They havo been 
talking so incessantly that it has not been easy 
to do anything; but they havo now all caten 
their rico, and all that are left are fast asleop, 
IT havo genorally, when 1 slop, plenty of com- 
pguions of this sort. Tho other morning I ato 
my breakfast in the presence of a whole village, 
men, women, and children, who scemed to watch 
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tho oporation with the greatest powibly inturest, 
ag if I had heen somo strange wild beat. When 
Titook out my Bible in the middle of them all, 
TI thought to mysoll, © Tf L wore to tell these 
people that all the difference between ta and then 
in knowledge and power ~-the difforence which 
makes u¢ theft masters in their awn country. 
is owing to this little book, what would they 
say? Most likely they would ask if it way a 
book of magic.” 

17th, To-day Tam enjoying wv quiet rest in 
a cool, comfortable bungalow. Yon would ho 
surprised, porhaps, fo hear ane call it contort 
ablo if you saw it, for it is nenrly in rnins, and 
thor is neither table nov chedy, mat nor earpots 
or any single pieeo of fmniture fii But nttor 
those sheds it #¢ comfortable. Loam hy ayaclf, 
without tho noisy natives; and Lem walk up 
and down without knocking ny hen nyninat 
tho heams, which Z could not du yestontay. 

20th, Thirty-vight miles from Kk-—-, It his 
been foo hot and wavomfortablo (ho dast day 
oy two to write, Tho day before yeaterday T 
was in a shed again, and it was sn dsagrenble 
that T determined not to try one ymin So 
yesterday (Sunday) f spont wider a Gunarind 
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trea, ab the door of a deserted pagoda. Tudedd 
tho greater part of tho day J passed in tho 
pagoda, whore it was much cooler, [t was built 
of very solid stone, benutifully carved, end with 
w good many protty pillars und arches; bat at 
ono ond stuod a hideous idol, with its head 
broken off Did I not think of lappy England 
(0 fortunati, sua st bona novint !) and all its 
ehurehess; and did T not think of ono church 
especially, and take oul your pictures, and 
think how each of you was passing cach part 
of the day! ‘To-day I om in a delightful 
grove ol mango-trecs, and to-movrow morning 
T hope to broakfast with. your’ old friond,

I have 
foli on enrthquake. A few days ago T was 
standing with our Major, al 7 am, whon I folt 
tho carth under my feet vibrate, as if we had 
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boon standing upon jelly, ‘There waa no ound 
heard, ‘The first olleet was to make one feel 
quilo giddy, and for an instant I thought it 
might bo only giddiness; but it wont on for 
some seconds, and there was no doubling tut 
the ground was shaking: but as the Major anid 
nothing about it, T mado no vomurk cither 
When, however, wo got to his house, his wita 
received us with, * Did you feel tho earth. 
qnako?” and thon we hoard how sho had beon 
sitting with two othor ladies, and how the house 
was shaken, and how tho chairs rocked, &e,; 
and when I told the Major where wo id heen 
standing at ‘the time, he suid te did fool ox» 
ceedingly giddy at that time, and coull not 
account for it, and began to walk about in cone 
sequence, ‘Lhe motion was, as you may sup- 
pose, vory peeuliax —a continual quaking Lov 
five or six seconds, as if ono had been stunding

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while ago to seo the yuecas, Tlave you any 
such things in Mngland? They ave maguilicont 
hove. I think, if you know how fie they ave, 
you would come o° purpose to seo thom (como 
by the April steamer) ‘They como ont aftor 
the first fll of vaing and, alas! the second full 
destroys them: so wo have them bat for a little 
while, This yoar they wore particularly fine, 
and lasted longar than usual, But nobady cwred 
for thom, and now they are all gone, and nobody 
misses thom. Jé is a sort of aloo, T suppose, 
six to eight feot high, half the height being sharp 
pointed leaves, and tho other half’ tho blossom, 
in the shape'of a fuecone, but slendorory—t dunge 
mass of such beautifal whito bells! 

T quite intonded to write to the childvon by 
this suail, but Iam ashamed to say [ foul too 
stupid, 1 say honestly, ashamed, because T am 
fully conagious Chaé it is a nuin’s own fine if ho 
is dull, At Joust T know it is in my ease; for 
there is always and overywhore enough, and 
moro than enough, to eveupy and interest any 
ono who will be ovcupied and intorewted, — [ 
don’t mind venting my dulness on you, but dt is 
ernelty to chikdven, I met tho uthor day witha 
Scotch Missionary, an oxcollont man; but he 
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has a child of some throo years old who was 
hardly ever known to smile. It appears gene- 
rally woll, though there mst doubtless bo some 
hidden diseasos brt—can you believe it?— tho 
father protests that he dikes to seo his child grave; 
and the mother, tho most obedient of wives, 
adopts the samo idea.

fulness and of his want of a Saviour. To saw 
the folly of his own religion and the goodness of 
Christianity, and he determined. to be a Christian. 
His father, who is a Brahmin, took him away 
from tho school, but tho hoy was so fond of 
learning, that ho porsevered in going whenever 
ho could. Tis fathor and mother beat him and 
starved him, and he xan to tho missionary’s 
houso and begged him to tako care of him.

*% 3% Tn Grandpopa’s letter ho gives me 
your heights, which I forthwith maried with 
pencil on tho wall; and, upon my worl, 1 was 
astonished to seo what monsters yort are be 
coming, And then tho first thonght that camo 
across me was, * L wonder whether their minds 
avo growing as fast ns thoiy bodies!" Wor tb is 
a gront misfortune if ono part of ua grows fastor 
than another. ‘Think if my littl A-——, for 
instance, woro to grow up to bo a man all excopt 
his logs, ov all except his arma, and thoy wore to 
romain as "they aro—whit a lamentable object 
he would be! Tamontabla, didead! bub not go 
Tamontable as if his body, graw and is mind 
stood still: that would bo very much worss, 
And upon this subject I have somo fears; but 
not for him. 

* * & You do not know, and cannot know, 
how* much your happiness dopends on your 
oxorting yoursolf now: but T know, and your 
unclo S—— knows well; ao you must holiove 
us, for you know wo novor deccive you, , The 
truth is, wo have all got our work to do, old 
and young; and it is our work, because God 
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has givon it us to do; and if we do not do it as 
Wall gs ever we can, we cortainly offend Him. 
My work is to command a company of soldiers; 
your unclo’s work is o look after his parish, God 
has not given you cithor of these to do, because 
you could not do them; and IIo never gives us 
work to do which wo cannot do, But your 
business is, and will be for some years to come, 
to learn; and that you gan do ifyou try. Oh, 
but,” you will say, “it is so hard to be indus- 
trious,” Well, I know that as well as you do, 
and I can tell you moro; it is always hurd to do 
your duty. Do you think that no one else has 
anything hard to do? if you ‘do, you are very, 
vory much mistaken, “ Oh, but,” you will say, 
it is so very hard to be industrious; I can be 
kind and good-tempered, and honest and truth- 
ful, and anything else, you like, but it is so very 
hard to bo industrious.” I know itis yery hard; 
but what does the Bible mean, when’ it tolls us 
that we must pull out one eye, or cut of one hand, 
if thoy hinder us from doing our duty? You 
may bo sure it means somothings aud this is 
whaf it means—that what is very hard, much 
harder than anything you have got to do, must, 
nevertheless, be done. I dare say you know all 
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this, and know that it is all tuo; bmt porlaps 
you will think of it a little more, when a voica. 
cones half round the globo to remind you of it, 
You may be auro that uo day passes without my 
asking of God to make you wise and good, as 
Ho would have you be. 

Ido not know whother T ever told you that I 
had received the Bible you sent me to vive toa 
heathen, It is not easy to find a henthon in 
theso parts who can read Mnglishs but thoro 
is a boy named Baba Pandurang, who is in 
prison at N—— for wanting lo bo a Christian, 
and as soon as thoy let him out, which I hope 
thoy will do soon, T will givo it to him. To 
has beon in prison tho last three or four 
months, ‘Tho Rajah put dim there, f think 
I wroto to you about him before, Lo qn 
read Inglish, and I davo say will be very plad

* 4 You mention in your Jeter ——~ 
having told you that no Chuistians avo allowed 
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in the ranks of tho native army, I havo heard 
that it is so in Bengal, but it is not the case in 
Madras, There aro Christians (though com- 
paratively very fow, of course) in most regimenis. 
Most of them ave Roman Catholies, md very 
ignorant, T have seen thom sometimes, however, 
in our own churches; and there is onc Sepoy I 
often seo ab tho sacrament, but I know nothing 
of him, Their exclusion from tho Bengal army 
is an instance of yielding to caste-—for that is, 
I suppose, the chicf cause; though, doubtless, 
tho officers prefor [Hindoos or Mussulmans, as 
soldiers, to Christians. For when you remember 
the real state of the caso,—how largd a majority 
of native Christians are Roman Catholics, brought 
up in utter ignorance,—you will easily under- 
stand that the native Ohristians, as u body, have 
no good character; having generally lost tho 
restraints of caste without getting any in their 
place, And the influence of caste (for good as 
well as evil) is greater than can well be con- 
ceived, without witnessing it, Tho universal 
practico of supporting their relations is only one 
of its many fruits, ‘Che worst and commonest 
vices that disgrace ts, Uindoos hold to be not 
only criminal, but disreputable ; and so they avo 
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gonorally free from them. Of course thore can 
be little sympathy between a Christian officor, 
and a Hlindoo or Mahommedan soldiors but, 
then, thoy give fn less trouble to their com- 
mandora than Huropeans do, (until thoy tuko it 
into their heads to mutiny, as they avo rather apt 
to do), And this influence of ensto extends to 
their porsonal appoaranco and hearing 3 the high 
caste mon are generally so superior in this 
respect, that it is not to be wondered at that 
officers should do all in their power to enlist 
thom, in preforenco to othors. T think myself, 
that, indepondently of religious considerations, 
it is a mistake, ‘Lam sure that, with a little 
trouble, much may bo mao of low-caste and 
Olristian natives; dnd I bolieve they avo far 
more to bo trusted than men of caste,

And when you sce them, as you some- 
times will, bearing all these evils as Christians 
should bear them, patiently and cheerfully, then 
you will lear a less§n from thom which all 
the great and xich people in England could 
not teach you; and that is, as tho Latin poet 
says,~—no, 1 will givo it you in tho worda - 
of the English poet, for both say the samo 
thing :— ,

I suppose thoy wore just | 
such fellows that Wenry Martyn, I romombor, 
montions having to, attend him on ono of his 
journoys, when he adds that he had “nuh too 
little of Nehomiah’s spirit in him not to regard 
their martial countenanco with great saulisfauction.” 
Thoy aro tho most serviceable as well as tho 
most picturesquo soldiors in India. My friend 
Mrs, L——, who was onee escorted by thom, 
says, morcover, that they are the most gentlemanly 
mon she has mot in the countrys and thore is a 
good deal of truth in it. For foraging nono em 
oqual thom, for the-village authorities view then 
with profound respeet, 

Mounted on tall showy horses, which wero 
well-nigh covered with their large cloth saddles, 
drossed in long davk-green frock-conts and jack 
boots, small red turbans with one fold brought 
undor tho chin, with their handsome faces and 
long black beards, there thoy sat, sword hy (heir 
sido and carbino crossed in front of thoi saddle, 
with perfect pationce and compose fin tho 
usual half-hour, while proparations wero making 
for the start, ‘hoy wore to march with hor all 
night, forty miles, in a pouring rain, and fotlock 
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deep, al least, in mud, But they scemed to 
think literally nothing of i, And when they 
come Lo the end of their day's march they never 
think of doing anything for, themselves till tho 
person they aro escorting has gob everything 
that is necessary, Notwithstanding thoso gentla- 
manly manners, however, they are, I believe, 
mor like tigers than mon when they aro oxcited. 
Two or threo months ago a party of them went 
out from Tl-——~ alter a fellow that has been 
disturbing tho country, and claiming the sove- 
yoignty of Nagpore, Tle had a lot of despornts 
follows with him, chiefly Robillas, and gave a 
good dval of trouble, An officor, with whom I 
stayed at 1] ——, wont with tho party I mention. 
They mado a foreed march of 110 miles in threo 
days, and noxt morning, alter cantoring ten

But I have followed tho Rohillay n Jong way 
off my road, Thad wnosmally fino weathor, for 
the season, on my rotiuon, T only found ana 
river full; but Twas not sorry (hat fat was say 
as Thad an ppportenity of erossing it on prmp- 
kins—an operation L hed often heard af) Int 
never tried or witnessed. T cam fo the river's 
bank nt two m the morning, md found it ful, 
and no boat Lealled up the head man af’ tie 
village, and asked him if I could cross hy ay 
meonns, Tho was disposed to tako matters neh 
more easily than CU was, spoke doubtfully, anid 
we would seo whon it was daylight C pave 
him a rupeo, and told him. ho must heathy himael! 
at once; but ho vory quietly gave it me baek, 
and stid 1 had bettor make hine a present when 
T had got over tho river, After all, I had to

lia down in my palleo and sleop till daylight. I 
«then looked about mo; a large party of’ tra 
yellers soon collected on tho bank, some of them 
having 2 good doal of baggage, so L began to 
hope, By and by a mon trudged leisurely down, 
with hall-n-dezeu pumpkins slung over his 
shoulder, This was something, dough not 
much; but presently another and another came, 
till ahoyt twenty of them wore collected, each 
with lis litde bundle of pumpkins, Still, as I 
auw no raft, or anything of the kind, 1 was 
rather puzzled to think how they would get my 
pelkco and ma over such a torrent I first 
watched tho native travellets crossing, ‘Tho 
man wilh the pumpkins, taking thom off his 
shoulder, thray them on tho water, where thoy 
flpated ina civele, boing connected together by a 
cose notwvorls of string, Into this ho stopped 
as ho might lieve stopped into his trogsers (if he 
lad any), and walked boldly into the stream, 
where, with the pumpkins round his body, ho* 
aloo us oveet and stondy as an angler’s float. 
The passengers’ bagguge heing made up into a 
Invge lundle, was thon balanced on his head, 
sinking him to his armpits, and with the pas- 
sengor holding on by the pumpkins behind, and, 
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of course, floating in the water, away he wont, 
landing » long way down the siream on tho 
othor sido, Thoy now emptied my pulkeo of 
everything to make it ag Tight as possible, and 
somo twelve or fourteen mon (or rather buoys), 
ranging themselves in the water, received iL on 
their heads; two moro swam lowing in front, 
and to pushing behind. 

But tho most intovesting part of the play was 
to como, ‘To get mo over, they brought from 
the village what thoy call a country col, It 
is a fymmo about 4 feob hy 3, vory rickoly, 
but strong onough for the purposs; the fame 
filled up wilh a rough notwork, the wholo affair, 
in size and substance, more liko a lady's worsted 
frame than anything olse, but not so pretty, nor 
quite so clean, Upon this T sat, balancing 
mysolf to tho best of ny ability, and was de- 
posited op tho heads of six or eight of my 
buoyant friendg, and away wo wont down the 
stream abi grent xe, It was raining heavily, 
and I covered mysolf with my clouk, taking cure, 
howevor, nob to clasp il, for fear of aevidents; 
but I got across withont even a apriukling 
of river water. A brothov-officor of mine, who 
is now on his way, has beon less fortunate than 
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J have heon, Tho went down threo or four 
. months ago to ho married, and is now bringing 
his bride up, through such mud ns, ho says, 
nover entered into his conception, much as he 
had heard of this black soil. IIo was kept tho 
other day six days on tho bank of one stream, 
and four days at anothor—the latter within 
hearing of the twolve-o'clock gun at If—, 
and without, my bread and butter, in a very 
wet tont—a trying honeymoon] * * *

* 9% * Tho whole of my compound and 
gardon aro full of trees and largo shrabs, Some 
of the trees are fine ones ~~ banyans, poepul, &e, 
Indeed, when I simd on the steps in front of 
my house, and look down upon my gurden, it 
looks move like a wood then nx yurdene And 
there aro such munbers of birds! singing fom 
morning till night—not, indeed, so sweetly as 
your Engtish birds, but still thoie voices ave 
vory choorful and plonsant.

wok Tha things in whieh T think 
one feels tho diflerence between Jngland and 
India most are those numberloss Tittle things 
that touch us every day and how, —servants, 
hoyses, tradcamen, travalling, The contrast in 
this las matter you may easily conceive, but 
the othors you cannot without oxperienee, Wo 
learn hero how mueh we depoud upon those whom 
we call om dependant, Towover much you 
may know of tho Tlindoo religion and people, 
it is impossible for any ono who has not been in 
this country to form unything like an adequate 
idea of the efleety—of tho immunerable effects 
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of caste, Ono of theso is, that it absolutely ox- 
eludes all, sympathy, in the smallest as well as 
the greatest things, on the part of the servant 
towards his master. In England the bniler, 
the cook, and the Iady’s maid, in their several 
departments, have just the same idea of comfort 
and propriety that their employers have; so, to 
a cerlain oxtent, there is a sympathy between 
them. Tero there can be nothing of the kind. 
Thoir habits, food, clothing, houses, religion, 
are all so totally different from ours, and to all 
these things they are so tied and bound by caste, 
that they cannot at all understand or enter into 
many of ow feclings, A man ‘may beé rich, and 
in a high situation; he may have numbers of 
well-dressed servants round him, bowing to the 
ground whenever he malces his appearance, some 
of them, no doubt, ready to risk their lives for 
him (lor often nothing ean exceed their fidelity); 
but leb him be as rich as ho may, ho cannot 
command the comforts of an ordinary English 
house, not for want of obedience, or good-will, 
or ability, but solely for want of sympathy. * * 
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Aupnnt Mi, [Rims 
My prar M——, 

tT must give you a sketel of this 
factotun of imine, the ma whe has the eare of 
my hundred horses, their harness, and everything 
belonging to them,—tho eminont Serjeant A---—-. 
He has grown grey tn the serviea, but his fimo 
is as light und active as whon he enlisted, fo 
is vory dull of comprehension by nature, but ho 
has always attended so well to his business: that 
ho understands that in every part, woll and 
thoroughly, For riding, deiving, breaking in 
horses, and looking aflor them, and all thos 
pevtning to them; ho cannot bo surpassed, Bus 
tho most remarkable point in his chavacter is his 
wonderful love of work, Tn this reapeet I never 
know his equal, Lt is not enough to sny that he 
is at work from morning to night’ On our 
march hither he would he up to seo the horses 
fod at three in the morning, and sometimes did 
not got his bronkfast till 2 pan. ‘Though he has 
a constitution of ivon, Twas not surprised, towards 
the oud of the march, to find lim iL with fever 
hut it was only by a poremptory exereise of my 
authority that I could make him a to bo 
eavied, instead of riding, one morning, ‘To ikeap 
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him in his tent was quite impossible. At all the 
stutions in our Presidency the horses stand at all 
soasons mn Lhe open air, tied up in rows, and the 
placo in whieh they stand is always kept in 
beautiful order, planted with shady trees, with 
low green banks, smooth gravel-walks, and hard 
boaton slopes for the horses to stand on, JTere 
we have stables; but Serjeant A: , alfor two- 
und-twenly years’ service, was not going to be 
put out of his way by any such inventions, THe 
must have his paths, and his slopes, and his 
banks, und his trees; and, as he could not have 
them tnside the stables, ho has stt to work to 
make thom outside, It will*bo oight or nine 
months’ work for him, bué that is nothing, I 
discouraged it, but in vain. However, seeing 
that the stubles avo on a rock, I thought there 
was at leash no chanco of érecs, But, one 
ovening when I went to stables, I found ho had 
excavated a munbor of Tittle pits, about two fee 
in depth and the samo in width, in which ho had 
put a quantity of earth, and planted little trees, 
whieh he intonds shall grow up into large ones, 
* Why, Serjeant A——,” I said, “theso will 
never prow.” “Oh, yes, Sir, they will, indeed!” 
and, to convinco me, he points me out an infant 
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about six inches high, flourishing like a tulip th 
a flower-pot, I said no moro, for 1 never arene 
with him. I should ag soon think of arguing 
with ono of the horses, Tle has a very odd 
custom of saying “of course” (or, as he pro- 
nounces it, * of corse”), in all sorts of old places, 
just whore no ong else would think of using the 
expression, Whon we were leaving K—~ he 
told me, * Of coorse, Sir, T shall leave my missus 
and childyen bohind, for I know 1 shall have a 
power of trouble with thom horsekeepors and 
grasscuttors on the march.” And. so he did, and 
after our arrival here ho bought an ald tulle. 
down horso, and Scampered buck threo hundved 
and tivonty miles for his dmpedimenta  Tlow 
came this horse kicked, Serjeant A——? wore 
there any horses loose in tho night?” « If there 
was, Sir, it must have been after two o’eloek ; 
for, of cearse, I was through the stables botween 
ono and tivo, and they was all quict thon” Ifo 
asked my leave tho other day to encloso a pleco 
ol’ ground for a garden, for ho did not like seoiyg 
tho water wasted that was loft in the trough 
alter the horses had beon watered. But what de 
you think ho wanted a garden for? «And 
thon of coorse, Sir,” (what? he could cultivate a 
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few flowers ov vegetables, or sit ii his arhow 
and smoke his pipe after his day's work; no 
such thing!) “und then of eoorsy, Sir, T eould fan 
afow hides” (or * hoides,” as ho calls them), «T 
know how to do it, and Limi sure [could do it 
better, and cheaper too, than we ean get then 
here.” To used to bo in his glory on the mareh if 
a gun pot into wdifieulty, A horse in crossing a 
nulla woul! perhaps begin to kiek,—kieks over 
tho trace, fills down on his sidg, the driver under 
him in the water; the other five horses all in a 
heap, and all kicking, At this singe of the 
proceedings Sorjennt A——~ would appear, and 
jumping from his horse, would plunge'at once in 
meiias ves, Romonstrating af the top of his voice" 
with tho horses in English, und with the drivers 
in Ifindustani, (such Uindustenil) ho would seize 
tho hind foot of a horse as he would a friend’s 
hand, and tivist if clear out of the grace, gol 
thom all (o rights, and then mount the offending 
quadvuped and drive him till ho behaved himself, 
48 3 Th the description T gont you of iny house 
and compound, £ inchided my workshop. I have 
a good deal of work going on thore just now, and 
T sumotimes pass half-ar-hour looking at them. 
Smiths, carpenters, armourors, hammermon, and 
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hellows-boys. As they are the heat workmen in 
the place, [ have often private work to do for my 
neighbours; and you may see hon vopairing on 
one sido av gim-carringe, and on tho other a lady's 
watch-chain, and a num close by mnking horso~ 
shoes, &e, Iwas thinking as I stead watching 
thom to-day, how peoplo in Mngland would he 
astonished at the exeellont work thoy tame out 
with such ruda implements, Thora is not a 
table in the whole workshops they all squat 
down on the grounds tho smith in front of a 
litte mud fireplace, which ho makes for himself 
in fivo minutes: the bellows-hoy lehind it with 
his primitive hollows, ‘These consist of a couple 
of sheepskins, cach sewed up into a bags one end 
of each is brought to a point armed with an iron 
pipe, and inserted in the fire; the opposite: end 
is left. open, with a small piece of woud faglotied 
on each side of the opening, arise 
By meats of theso two 
pieces of wood, which have 
a loop of string on thom, to pass his fingers and 
thumb through, he alternately opens Hie skin to 
admit the aly, and thon closing it driver tho wind 
into tho fire; and so, working a skin with each 
hand, he koeps up a constant stream of wind with 
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+ yery litte exertion, The carpenters and aaours 
ers sit. on the ground, with a little endo stool 
before them to fasten their view to. Chive heard 
ofa person who was very anxious fo inprave the 
natives, anc who pave his carpenters a tublo, such 
ag carpenters ase at homes; and the first thne he 
came inte the workshop he fond them xquatting 
on the top of it at their work, I do not know 
whether it is a true story; but T kuow L can 
easily make ita trae ono by giving my carpenters 
a table, for E know that is exactly what they 
would de. Chey era now making me an office 
table, with drawers, whieh avo to have round 
In'ass Tendlos sand Iomust tell you how they 
mado these: Twas Jooking at them doing it 
to-day. Mist they mado a handle, of the shape 
I wanted, of lead, “‘fhen they made moulds and 
a Rtle ftunues on the floor with clay, (this was 
done fa vory short time), and east the handles 
in brass, ‘hoy cume out very rough, md they 
set to worl to smooth them by fuming Bit if 
an English timer had beon told to do this ho 
would have been in despair, for thore is not such 
athing ag u lathe in the workshop, ‘Chat is a, 
nintier of no consequence to these follows, 2 do 
not suppose one of them aver saw a lathe, ‘The 
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workman frst drives a couple of strong pogs

prised at seoing him, because such reptiles are 
less common hove than in the low country, 
Thoro has heen a vory odd scone going on 
for the Jast few days at my door, I muse tell 
you of it, though T do not know whether you 
tako any particular interest in tho proceedings 
of birds, for they have beon the actors in it 
At my front door I have a flat-roofed porch, 
six or soven feet square, and about eight high. 
Tho top is of derrace-work, resting upon flat 
boards avd vatters, ‘Tho hoards heing a lite 
ont of ropaix, a pair of sparrows had, as | knew, 
mado their nest there, and were bringing up 
a young fimily as respectably ag sparrows 
may. Some days ago T heard then making 
a great disturbanes, so L went out to seo what 
was the matior, and closo to the entrance to 
thoir nest, which was very smully there wore 
two large green paroquets, One was clinging 
to the woodwork, the othor hanging, head down 
wards, to a hook which fs fixed in one of the 
rafters for a Jang, There they clung quite 
motionless, and looking very sagacious and very 
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~ misohievous. Twas very nich surprised to see 
thom, beemtse they aro generally very wnso- 
ciable birds, flying about the garden ma flock, 
bat never allowing any ong to come near them, 
What bronght thom to the sparrows’ nest T do 
not know, bul they certainly had some sorious 
business in hand; for day after day there they 
have come, and there they have hung; the poor 
old sparrows sitting on a window-shutter near, 
and screaming violenily; and, to complete the 
picture, up ina corner, on the top of one of the 
pillars, within a yard of the nest and its unwel- 
como visitors, is a dove silting on its eggs,— or 
rather ogg, for it has but one, “hero they have 
all sat, days atler day, for hours together, the 
gveat green parrots watching tho nest, tho dovo 
quietly looking at them, and thinking, perhaps, 
if she over thinks, that she might havo chosen a 
more desitalle neighbourhood for bringing up a 
young family; and there sit the poor old spar- 
rows sexeamiug, and so strongly docs instinct 
hold them all, that thoy let mo como and stand 
close under thom at my door, and look at thom, 
without thinking of flying away, To-day, how- 
over’, ono of my servants, tred of having to 
sweep up so much Jitter in the porch overy day, 
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attacked and captured the sparrows’ nest, which 
had several young ones in it just able to fly, 
Tivas just in timo to provent him from tuking 
tho dove’s nest too, ‘Tho parrots have, never- 
theloss, been at thelr post all day just tho 
samo; so what they have been wanting all this 
timo, whether to make a dimer of the young 
spurowlings, or only to mako use of their nest, 
Teannot tell # ® * Taunst give you a bit 
for your serap-book, if you have one, 1 met 
with it a fow days ago, and think if oxcellent, 
T daro say you will think so too, It is from a 
aoeman by Bishop Mall, who lived in (he sevens 
teenth coitury. «The lives of a nobleman, of 
a courtior, of a scholar, of a citizen, of n country 
man, differ no less than their dispositions, yot 
must all conspire in honest Iabow Sweat is 
the destiny of all trades, whether of thos brows 
or of tho.mind, God never allowed any man lo 
do nothing, Tow miserable is tho condition of 
those men which spend tho time as i it were 
given them, and not lont! as if hows were 
waste creatures, and such as shoukl nover bo 
accounted for; as if God would take this for a 
good Dill of reekoning,—* Item, spent upon my 
pleasures, forty years.’ ‘Thess men shall “once 
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“find that ne blood eat privilege idlenoss, and 
that nothing is moro precious to Gad than that 
which thoy desire ta cast away—dine” Re 

On the morning of the 7th November [lett 
M—— and rode with 5—-— thirteen miles to 
Manpore, whither P-~—- had preceded us. This 
has been his station lor some yens—not a very 
inviting-lovking place, somrounded by jungle, and 
dn tho midst ofa population of Bheols, of whom he 
has had the civil charge, TIaving passed a day 
and night at Manpore, we mounted om horses 
at daybreak on the 8th, and vodo to Goojree. 
Tn tho course of this rido we descended from the 
high Jaud of Malwa inte Niniay, as the tract 
hotween tho Nerbudda and Taptee is called, 
The descont was about 1000 feet, and was 
made by a beautiful ghaut constencted by an 
offivey of tho Bombay Kngineors, and called, by 
order of Lord Hlenhorough, by his nan, The 
slope is newly the same throughout, viz, one in 
ninotcon or twenty, 60 that one can trot all the 
way down, Our morning's ride, which was 
nourly all the way through jangle, was fifteon 
miles; and Guojree being a good doal sur- 
rounded by jungle, we did not think if quite 
safe, nt this timo of the year, to sleop thore; 

B 
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and therefore, after an carly dimer, wo want * 
on fificon miles, to Mhoysir, a Inrgo town on 
the north bank of the Nerbudda, which is here a > 
fino river, upwards of 1000 yards wide. Eero’ 
wo wore joined by Caplain M—~, who is in civil 
charge of Nimar, We pub up foy the night in 
a traveller’s bungalow on the high bank of the 
river, Tho Rajah of Indore, Lolkay, was on- 
camped close to us, wilh an immonse rabble, 
who mado an incessant noiso night and day. 
Early next morning wo took a boat, and went 
on the river to seo tho ghauts and temples on 
the bank, ‘Tho seono was a good deal liko 
Bonares, though ‘on a smaller sealo; Int there is 
ono ghaut and temple here which is moro beav- 
tiful than any at Bonares, Lt was been by tho 
colobrated queon, Ahalya Bhace, and carzied on 
—for it is not yot finished-—in hor honows, after 
her death, which ocewrred fifty or sisty yours 
ago. Itis built of a handsome groystone, in the 
richest stylo of TIindoo architecture, profusuly 
ornamented with carving, Wo halted here on 
the 9th fo vest our cattle after their double 
march, and on the morning of the 10th went on 
Avoiniles to Captain ——'s house at MundJaisin, 
a small protty station on tho vivor bank, The 
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ghauts ave seen from hero, standing up like a 
wall, sevonleon miles to the northward, but 
looking much nearer, ‘Tho temperature is per= 
eoptibly higher than in Malwa, On tho mom- 
ing of tho 11th, having sent our baggage and 
horses nevoss the rivery wo started an hour 
hoforo duybroak, on an cephant, for tho Lord, 
oy rather tho forry, Avo miles up the river, 
which wo there crossed, vom this timo till 
our arrival at Asscorghur, on the morning of 
tho 16th, one day was much like gnothor, We 
only oneo had a bungalow to sleep in, At othor 
timos wo put up in a dhuvmsala, or serat—places 
built for the accommodation of native travellers, 
and consisting of three walls and a roof, sup- 
ported on wooden posts, the front being open. 
Maro wo put up our fable for our meals, and 
spread om beds—native fushion—on the mud 
floor 5 fox, travelling in light marchingsorder, wo 
havo no bedsterds. Sometimes we bivouacked 
under a true, sleeping in owr carls, We mado 
our marches always carly in the morning, 
varying in length from tiwolvo to twenty miles. 
Slow work, but with bad roads and poor cattle 
we cannot got our baggage on fasior, There is 
a sad want of good roads all over tho country, 
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but many difficulties in the way of analing 
them. ‘Tho native governments do not know 
tho valuo—our own will not allord the ex- 
pore, ‘The natives themselvea would never 
move # stop to improve a yond, and, | helievo, 
prefer a bad one A. good deal, however, has 
hoon dono, and fs still doing, Wo alwiys take 
a walk in tho evenings, gonerally through the 
fields, when thero are any; these aro now 
covered with jowarren, 2 grain whieh grows to 
cight and ten feet high, and bears an cm as 
large, or nearly so, as ono’s to fists. 1b is 
ground into meal, and mado into Hat cakes, 
which for the foud of all tho people af this 
part of Indin, At one of our hatting-places I 
observed the treo under which wo wore sitting 
covered with a flock of flying foxes, us they are 
commonly called — vampyre bats, T suppose, is 
their propor name, Thad offen seen them before 
but novor so close, and I sat watehing them for 
some time, ‘They have a head something like 
that of the fox, with sharp nose and oma, aud 
the head and fore-part of the body are of a bright 
fox-colour, The wings ore blak. ‘They aro 
about the size of a large crow, or a sinall Ite, 
but the wings being small in proportion to’ the 
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> body, they fly heavily. Some wore lunging 
like lifeless Timps from the branches, suss 
ponded hy a hook at the end of tho first joint of 
the wing, Others were erawling along wnder 
the Dvanchos, like monkeys, but more lazily. 
Othevs were fighting aad clawing each other, 
uilering sounds very much like the seveama of 
Punch and Indy, when similarly engaged. Thoy 
avo allogether yory strange-looking creatures. 
After a timo they all took flight; disturbed, 1 
suppose, by our presence, as they generally fly 
only by night. Our road is generally through 
open low jungle, with occasional patches of cul 
tivation near tho villages. Wo havo seen but 
little game —a fow antolopes and poa-fowl 
now aud then, and oneo a herd of neelgaco 
crossed owt path. On the morning of tho 16th 
wo avrived at the hill-fort of Asseerghuy, Thore 
is a native town ab tho foot of it, whove wo loft 
our horses and baggage, and wo thon climbed 
up to the top, We hore stayed two days. T 
lived. with Qolonel S-—~, who commands tho 
place, ‘Thoro is a rogiment of Bombay Native 
Infantry, tho officers of which were only too 
hospitable, ‘Tho placo ilsolf is wall worth seeing. 
1t is an isolated hill, belonging to, but detached 
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from, tho Satpoora rango; and it rises pre- 
elpilously 800 or 1000 fect ont of an undulating 
plain of jungle, which surrounds it on all sides 
for many miles, It has numerous tanks and 
resor'voirs cul in tho rock for water and pro- 
visions, It is fortilled by slrong wills and 
towors, and might easily be mado, what it 
almost is by nature, impregnable ‘Cho view 
from the top is splendid. 

I horo saw a wild ass, which ono of the 
officers had brought from Cutch, whore thoy 
ave not uncommon. It was about twelve hands 
high, fawn colour and white, and a vory pretty 
animal, Its logstand fect were beautiful. — Tis 
speed is said, hy (hose who hayo ridden after 
thom, to bo quite extraordinary. ‘This ono is 
sulficiontly tamed to allow a bey to ride hor, but 
is oxccedingly obstinate, : 

On tha morning of the 18th wo camo on to 
Boorkanpore, twelve miles. ‘This is a largo, 
and was formerly an important town. Tt is now 
famous for nothing but tho manufacture of gold 
thread, and ombroidered borders for shawls, &e. 
Wo pué up within tho city, in an old, moceupied 
native house, which (though nearly in wins) 
afforded us very good shelicr, Il was builé 
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upon tho usual native plan, consisting of several 
squares of twenty or thirty yards wides the 
contre of oneh being: planted with shrubs, nnd 
having basins (and, no doubt, formerly fountuina) 
of water, "Mhveo sides onelosed by walls; the 
fourth side being the habitable part of the build 
ing, The ground-floor of this part consists of a 
luge room, or recess, under a terraced rool 
supported by pillars, being entirely open towards 
the square, and. without cithor door or window 
on any other side, TTevo tho mastor of the house 
recoives his visitors, and passes most of his time. 
Adjoining ave two ox three vory small enclosed 
rooms, apparently for sleoping. Up-stairs thors 
ave also two or three small rooms, bat the 
gronter part is opon terrace, Aftor broakfast 
wo mounter ow' horses again, to go and seo 
thoin making tho gold thread. Tho first place 
they tok us to was a ruinous-looking mud 
building, in which thoy put a carpet and chatrs 
for us; and when we had sat down they gave 
us olto of vosos (at least, somothing that was 
mannt for it), garlands, bouquets, and pin and 
then they set to work, A man took a solid bar 
of silyor, a foot and. a half long and threo-quarters 
of an inch thick, round which (after slightly 
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roughing the surface) he wrapped a gold leafs . 
ho then heated wud hanumered i several times, 
apparently to unite tho tivo motaly as closely ay 
possible; he then handed if to another, who 
began to draw it out, by passing it Chrough holes 
in plates of fron, gradually docreasing: ta size, 
This was done by means af a very rude wheel 
and lover, as considartble fores was requived, 
In this way they go on, gradually diminishing 
tho size of the hole through which it is duuwn, 
till, from a thidk bax, ié is reduced to a fino hain 
Tt keops, however, to the Inst dhe colaw and 
appewanee of gold, which ib had at firsts an 
example of the wondorful ductility of gold, of 
which I had often heard, but of whieh 2 had 
nover soon so striking as instanee, Wo now 
went to sco them tvisting this gold thread npon 
the silk thread, [Tove wo found @ aimall yodim, 
crowded with men and boys at work. Tho 
workman ‘sits on 1 stool, with a heap of the fine 
zold thread on the ground ad his lefé hand. "Cho 
silk theead is wound upon a spindle, which hangs 
before him from a hools in tho colling 3 dat put 
of it which is upon the spindle is plain silk, bus 
the part by which tho spindly is suspended, 
which passes over tla hook and is graduilly 
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sywoun offfon another reel, ho has alveady covered 
with gold thread, By twisting the reel, or 
gpinclle, with all hia abrenyth hetweon the palm 
of his haul and his thigh, he sets it, and the 
ail thread above it, spinting vapidly rounds 
and as it trams, he foods ib with gold turead from 
his left, hand, covering it completely, aud moro 
quickly than one gould have thought possible, 
Tt had now the appearance of a fine gold thread, 
and was rendy for tho woaver, Wo next wont 
to another hougo, whera wo saw thom weaving a 
border for n piveo of silk, It was of a rathor 
intvieuto pattorn of xed and blue, sille and gold, a 
couple of inches broad. lo worked ‘at a small 
loom I do not know how to deseribo it in 
teclinieal Innguage; but tho arrangomont by 
which the longitudinal threads wero raised aud 
lowered to adinit the shuttle was this: a numbor 
of strings, cightcon or twenty perhapsyrerching 
from the coiling to tho floor, passed hotweon the 
threads theso wore fastened below {0 as many 
amall bars of wood, like the koys of » piano, 
which tho man worked with his toos; the uppor 
onds of tho strings were fastened to a spring in 
the form of a bow. After overy pass of thd 
shuttle he pressed down, with his tocg, one or 
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moro of tho keys, which had tho efleet of draw. - 
ing down cortain of tho threads; on raising his 
foot again, the spring above raised them to their 
placo again, = ‘Uhus, in fact, ho worked the 
paitorn entirely with his toca, which he moved 
about vory quickly from ono key to another, and 
without the help af his ayes, like a pordou play- 
ing a pleco of music, But nothing oan equal the 
yudoness of the instruments with whieh the whole 
manufacture, from first to Inst, is earviad on, 
22nd, These four days have brought us to 
Furdapore, at the foot of tho ghauts which 
soparate tho low country of Candvish from tho 
higher level of tho Deckan. ‘This is the third 
range of ghants wo have como to. Wo first 
_ deseonded the Vindhyan rango, from Malwa into 
Nimar; wo next crossed tho Satpoora range, 
which separates Nimar from Candeish (those 
Leing abgut on tho samo lovol)s and wo have 
now to ascond into tho Deckan, Wo huye been 
this movning to sco tho Adjunta caves, which 
ave threo wiles from this place. Tintering the 
jungle towards tho hills, wo soon fount ovrsclvos 
in a wild and procipitous ravino, which became 
gradually narrower; with a mountain alream at 
tho bottom, which at list was our ouly path, 
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There wore nunicrous tracks of tigers and other 
heasis on the sund at ils side. ‘Tho sides of the 
-yavino wore about 200 fool high, and at aandden 
turn wo sew, af about hall that height, in the 
faco of w perpendicular, and, appuronily, inace 
cossiblo xouk, the onlrnnees to the caves, They 
ran along, at nearly the samo height, for four or 
flve hundred yards, Wo dismounted and climbed 
up to thom without any difficulty, and spent a 
couplo of hours oxamining thom. ‘They are a 
sorios of spacious halls or tomples, oxcavated in 
the solid rock tivo or three aro arched,’bué all 
tho est flat, rows of pillars having been loft to 
support tho woight of tho roc above, Thexo, 
fis soll ns tha sides, roofs, entrances, &c., ara 
vory handsomely seulptured, and some are 
painted. .Ono tomplo I paced, and found it 
hotweon sovonty and vighty foet aquaro, with a 
row of massive pillars ruming all yougd, about 
ten foot from tho sides, Hach tomple has a 
vocass, in which is a large sitting imago of Gau- 
dama, (I measured tho foot of ona, and found it 
four foot in longth,) and thoro are numberless 
othor figures sculptured in all directions But 
tho most xemarkablo part of all ave tho paintings, 
which are, many of them, in excellent preserva- 
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tion; some of the colours being as goad us thoy 
can have over been. 'Thoy represent batilos, 
court and domestia seones, diurhars, &e.  Bhere 
was ono vory singular ono, which we noticed 
particularly, representing the invasion and cous 
quost of some country, ‘Tho invaders camo by 
sea, in boats carrying elophimts and horses, with 
thoir rides on thelv hacks. Spears, haws and 
arrows, swords and shiolds, aro tho arms, But 
tho most romarkable part of it is that tho invaded 
party ave all women, and vory hideous ones; 
evidently monnt, to represent savages, with Jong 
faiv hair, bushy and disheveled; sume fow ara 
resisting, bub mort avo ii a posture of supplication 
or in despair, But it is impossible to convoy 
any idea of these wonderful caves, which avo 
worth coming from England to seo,  Thoir 
origin is, I believe, quite unknown, Tt is only 
known that they avo Buddhist, and that thoy aro 
older than any history or tradition that wo havo, 
An officer of tha Madras anny is amployed by 
Government to mako copies of tho paintings: 
he has been five yorvs at work and jis sont 
s home ea considerable aumber, ‘The paintings 
themsolyes ary what T holleve is called fresco, 
being done upon a thin conting of plaster over 
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dhe mud with whieh seme of (he walls ave freed, 
or otherwise over the stone, Twas barbarian 
+qgnough to carry ofl’ one Jady’s head whieh I 
found wanting a badly, and whieh D managed to 
detach from the wall with a knife; but T find 
the plaster so exceeding fragile (hat T fear it will 
bo redueed to powder before [ronch Bombay, 
230, ‘This morning we asconded the ghaut 
to Adjunta, five miles. We are hore lodged in 
& magnificent sorai, in the form of an octagon, 
of about w lundred und twenty yards diamoter, 
cluistoved, all round, ‘There are upwards. of 
eighty arches, euch arch being tho front of a 
soparate room, twelve or fourtbon fect square, 
with another smaller room within Under one 
of these arched rooms my carpel is spread and 
ny table placed; alas, nol on its legs, for they 
word smashed hy the upsetting of my cart some 
days ago: so that, over since, I have bees obliged 
to vest it pon a couple of boxes, bringing it to o 
lovol with my knovs as T sit in my chair, whieh 
nay account for my indifferent ponmanship, for 
it is not w plensant position for writing, In tho 
course of’ our ovening walk horo we found the 
tombs of threo British ollicers who died of their 
wounds aftor tho battle of Assaye, ‘Two of thom 
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wore Colonel Strahan and Captain Rend. Tho 
inscription on the third has disappeared, and the 
tomb itself is falling to ruins, [t is strange to 
think that tho iron Gonoral should havo outlived 
the tombstones of his followers, who fell in a 
battle near half a century ago. 

I observed on the largo gato of the serai, 
whieh is also tho gate of tho town, (tho serai 
itself forming an entrance Lo the town,) « munher 
of horse shoes nailed to the wood. I found, on 
inquiry, that this is a common Mahommedan 
custom, They can give no account of is boyond 
saying that itis tho custom, ‘They do not do it on 
the doors of privato houses, but only on the gates 
of towns and athor public entrances, Another 
custom common to the ast and Wost, which I 
have observed in the last fow days, is that of 
raising a heap of stonos by the roud-side whore 
any one has beon killed, [ have lately scen 
soveral such heaps, to which overy passengor adds 
astone, This is, I beliove, a Tlindoo oustom, 


Aurungabad, Novombor 20, 
We arrived tho day before yesterday at tho far 
famed caves of Ellora, and passed the greater part 
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-of the day in exploring them, ‘They ave sone- 
thing tke those of Adjunta, on a larger sento, but 
not so well finished; thevo id, however, a erent 
doul of envving about thom, ‘Phoro is this difler~ 
one, Thexo, begun like the others by tho Bud- 
dhists, were finished by the Brahmins, so (hat all 
tho curvings avo instrations of the Bralminical 
mythology, ‘Che Mahommedans also have left 
their trnces herve in the mutilation of the idols, 
numbers of whieh they havo deprived of their 
heads aud limbs, A Brahmin accompanied us, 
and oxplained the subjects of the different seulp- 
tures; mosb of then very foolish and uninier- 
esting fables, ‘Theve was one group, which 
proved tho groat antiquity of tho practice of 
Thuggee, A Eindoo worshipper is on his knees, 

a Thug behind him has thrown the repo round 
his neek, and is in the act of strangling him, 
The dolty springs from tho earth sudddMly, kills 
the Thug wid saves his worshippor, These caves 
aro very wonderful, but the most, wonderful part 
of them is that which they call tho temple of 
Kaylass (or Paradise). ‘This magnificent temple, 
with all its columns, roofs, pinnacles, doorways, 
and windows, and profuse decoration, is formed 
of a single block of stones the side of the moun~ 
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tain having been ent away, lenving a mass of: 
stone, which was then ever and hollowed oud, 

and perteetly fnished in tho form of a temple

Mere I sit with my desk in my lap, 
F— roading by my sido, and A--—~ with his 
book reclining on (he seat opposite to mo in this 
snug cabin, at oto cud of a large open Hundea 
boat, in which wo have left Bombay on our way 
homowards, Our servants have gone on before 
to the bungalow at Colseta, where we expect to 
arrive to dinner at five o'clock. 

It is ow nearly four, and wo havo had a very 
warm expedition so fay, though it is a very com 
fortable, plensant mode ol travelling, 1 wish 
you could tako a peep at us and enjoy this lovely 
seonory with me, ‘This bay is most bemutitul; 
tho shores hilly and ricily wooded, pretty little 
islands seattored about, aud in the background 
the fine chain of ghauts. 
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Padgah Bungalow, 20th. 


* We mado our first march yestorday evening, 
slartiygs ab four oelock, when the sum was still 
vory hot, I-~ + and 1 sottled ourselves vory 
comfortably into our bullock«vart, of which you 
ought to lve a doseription, It is upon two 
wheels, with an erehed root, a door behind, and 
openings in both sides and front to admit light and 
air, with a curtain between us and om half 
naked driver, who uses the most violent gesticu- 
lations anil cries to argo on his bullocks the whole 
way along the road, ‘The seat on which wo sit is 
placed Aeros the enrt Ineing the“door, so that we 
have our backs to the bullocks, and as there is 
another seat on which wo can put our fect, we 
can vocling at om ease. The chief discomfort 
we have to enduro is the dust, which follows us 
in clouds and intrades'itself on every sNe; and 
for tho first hour of our journey yesterday tho 
hout waa very great until the sun set, A—— 
staxtetl on horachack about an honr after us, and 
soon overtook 1s on tho road, and we journeyed 
on togother, finding plenty of amusemont from 
the pretty scenery and tho novolty of everything 
around us; long trains of bullock-carts with 
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their wild-looking dviyers plodding: sleapily along 
the road, oy forming the most picturesque ene 
campments as thoy paused to rest. Sometimos 
wo passed a Jong string of bullocks carrying 
grain; and once we eam upon 2 singular seene, 
a camp of real Tndian gipsies, i whom we could 
oasily traco the distinguishing characteristics of 
that extraordinary race, T eannot loll you how 
mueh everything I see in India interests and do» 
lighis me, 

27th, A long moring’s marel: of twonty-threo 
miles has allowed me hut litle time for jownal- 
ising: it is not only the houra occupied by the 
actual travelling along tho road, but on reaching 
our destination so much time is consumed in 
bathing and dvessing, in talking ows monls, and a 
little necessary rost after such very carly wsing, 
that but little remains for anything else, We 
were wrat two o'clock this morning, and started 
at throo, some of ow carts having gone on, as 
usual, with sérvants to propave breakfasb againas 
our arrival, ‘Tho first part of the way heing in 
the dark we saw but lithe, F—— and I set 
off'in tho cart, but at about hallpaat Ave wo 
reached a village, where my pony awaited me, 
having been sont on tho evening before, 1 
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mounted him, and enjoyed a charming ride for 
six or cight miles along a very protly and. often 
picturesque vond, with jungle on oither side tho 
gueator part of the way. The manbers of bullock- 
cavis Iaden with cotton aro quite amazing, and 
the clouds of dust raised by them and by the 
lavge herds of bullocks carrying grain on thoir 
backs, ave somowhat annoying as wo meet or 
pass then, Wo did not reach ow bungalow 
this morning till half-past ton, very ready for our 
breakfast, which wo found prepared for us in the 
sitting-room.

* Malwa, May 1d, 185—, 
My pear —— 

* # * Our road took ns through the 
wholo length of the native town; and a native 
town at an carly hour in tho morning generally 
presonis somo curious scenes. One would think 
that, in such a climate as this, if anywhere in 
the world, people would surely bo early risors, 
but it is by no means the case. In spite of their 
love of monoy, which they have perhaps stronger 
than any people in the world, it never scoms 
to occur to any of them to steal a march upon 
his neighhowr by getting up an hout earlier; 
anl theve they lie, through the coolest and 
plensantest how's of tho whole four-and-twenty, 
—thoro they lic, with one consent, snoring away 
liko*so many ladics and gentlemen: so their 
fathers have done before them, and..so their 
childron will after (hom, unless the great civil- 
izov, Christianity, should ever come among then 
and give them botier habits. Such being the 
case, you may bo tempted to conclude that we 
saw no ono in the course of our early ride; but 
T must tcll you that, at this time of the year, the 
greater part of the peoplo sleop just outside of 
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choir (vont doovs ga that, aa we rode through the 
aireet, wo had an excellent opportunity of ob- 
sorving tho interior domestic economy of the 
inhabitants. There they lay, somo on beds, 
some on the ground, some on heaps of rubbish, 
some in tho midst of filth in whieh one would 
think only a pig could find vepasos moat fast 
asloop, onveloped in their sheets, such as thoy 
ware, from tho crown of the heal to tho sole 
of tho foot, somo just emerging, yawning, 
stretching: hero and there an unhappy woman 
grinding away ata hand-mill, We wore glad to 
got out into the open cauntry, and we cantared an 
towards dur destination. “Ciuning homewards, 
wo met the f’——s on their way out, to om great 
satisiietion, Chey often wit us about their carly 
rising; so, of cose, wo glory greutly when 
we are out before thom, which does happen now 
and thon, On our retin the town was all alive, 
Our friends whom wo left, in bet were now at 
thoix toilet,’ somo in the hands of the barber, 
othors cleaning thoi teeth with the sinplest of 
tooth-brushes,~a piece of stick, with the end 
bruised so as to soften and separate tho Rbres, 
some opening their shops und Inying ont their 
goods; but all, whatever their occupation, 
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squatting on their hams in that close-packed 
position go casy to a Tlindoo, and go utterly 
unattainable to stiffjointed Christions.

* ok + Wo are very glad that you 
have taken to the plan of writing your letters in 
the forin of journals. I think lettors written in 
that way, if they are well and carefully written, 
ave more interesting than any others. Hithorto 
you have not told us mach more than what 
walks you have taken, whit visitors you have 
had, and how you have amused yourselves, 
By and by, I dare say you will get into the 
way '(it is not very easy at first) of telling 
us what you see and hear, what you read, 
think, and feel, You can hardly take a tommon 
walk without seoing something worth recording 
for the benofit of us exiles. Wo shall always 
ho willing to hear which ono of thoir many 
beautiful facos the downs and the valo were 
displaying the last time you saw thom, If you 
want'to know how to Jools at such things, and 
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how to talk of thom, read Gowper’s Task 2 
(though T shall not insist upon your writing 
in blank verse just yot): or, if you prelet a 
living instructor, thero is ene not iw from yon, 
as well ablo as any body I know to intvoduey you 
to tho beauties of hill and dale, Gro and hedge. 
row. Ono word us to tho writing of your 
lottors; will it ho asking too much of your 
ladyship if I entreab you to take a little more 
pains in this matier? ‘Tho yorsons why it ts 
desirable that you should do so avo many and 
evident: I will only montion one, whieh is, that 
a carefully and cluarlyweitten totter bospouka 
something: of ailection, or of respect, or, nt lonat, 
of consideration on the part of tho writer towards 
the parson to whom ho (or sho) is writing s 
whorens, I havo seen in the course of my life 
letters written in such a manner, that it was 
difficult to avoid suspecting that the writer was

“ourriages began to sot down at eight o’clock, 
and continued to arrive with little intormission 
dl a quartor past.” It rained heavily all the 
timo, but our guests, ladies as well as gentlemen, 
braved. it all with praisoworthy intrepidity, We 
havo, unfortunately, no portico for carriages to 
drive under; so I stood on tho top of the steps at 
tho dooy with an umbrolla, and as each carriage 
arrived, rushed down, seized upon the ‘lady, and 
dvagged her up, leaving tho soso to make the 
transit in the best way ho could, A little mud on 
a faw pairs of little shoes was, I believe, all the 
damage done. We had not “a party of the 
A division of Polico to keep order,” buy we had 
a man with a stick, who answered tho purpose 
vory well, Most of tho carriages weve drawn 
by bullocks; and the great business of the man 
with the stick was to persundo these self-willed 
animals, after passing the door, to steor clear 
of tho flower-pots (Scylla) on ono side, and the 
heap’ of gravel (Charybdis) on the other, and 
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thon turn to the right and go up to tho atablos, 
Tn this ho was, all things considered, very suc~ 
cessful, Not so when our guests were departing 5 
ewhen evorybody’s carriage would stop the way 
at the same time, all facing in dilleyent directions, 
Tlowover, all got off’ at last. * ek 


Novombor 11, 18i—, 
My puan ——, 

* oR tk Th will interest you as an agri+ 
culturist to henr-al' a purchase wo mado a day 
or two ago. Wo had resolved on setting up a 
dairy, so I sent out info the country some little 
distanes to buy some cows; and T took the 
opportunity of getting a pair of bullocks® for 
my car, ‘They arrived, a pair of limdsome 
bullocks, three-year old, of the best breed, fifty« 
five rapees, or GL. 10a Three cows with their 
calves, nino rupeos, or cighleen shillings each, 
They have not commenced operations in a very 
promising mannox. ‘Tho bullocks, previously 
unbroken, resisted to the ulmost being yoked to 
the cart, and as soon as thoy wero taken ont 
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ono of them bolted of’ across the countey, and 
hag not been heard of since. That was at fowr 
o'clock this aftornoon, and now it is oight pan. 
Tlappily the natives do not eat beef, so I hope £ 
may seo him again somo timo or other, Tho 
cows avo, in their way, almost as intractable. 
Long as wo English havo beon mastovs of India, 
T do not think that any one ins over induced an 
Indian cow to give milk after her calf has beon 
removed. Enterprising individuals havo tried, 
myself among the numbor, but in vain; the cows, 
the calves, and the cowkeepers, havo hithorto 
boon too much for us. ‘These last axe, like most 
other trades hore, a distinct caste, as obstinate as 
the cattle they tend, and (which the cows are not) 
oxtremely superstitious into the bargain, * * * 


Mandoo, January 21, 185—. 
My par —, 

Vere we ave in camp, ‘That is our large 
tent, and tho other is my dvressing-tent, Tho 
servants’ tents are out of sight, In our front is a 
lavge tank (or lake) covered with wild duck and 
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othor birds; tho ground on all sides of it prada. 
ally rising up to a high rango of well-wooded 
hills, that nearly surround us, Close on our lett 
a ficld of poppies in full bloam, ‘Tho usual 
groups seattored in all divections on the ground 
near us; men and women cooking, eating, 
talking, sleoping ; horses, bullocks, carts, But 
I must give you somo account of the plice wo 
have come to, 

Mandoo is the ancient capital of the old Ma- 
hommedan kingdom af Malwa, deserted in the 
carly part of last century (about a lumdved and 
thirty yonrs ago), on tho country filling into the 
hands ofthe Maliatins, who made Indore thele 
capital. 

Tho situation of Mandeo is vory remarkable. 
It is a high, hilly tract, some twenty-live miles 
in ciroumference, a part of tho high table-lund of 
Malwa, jut almost entirely detached from it, and 
standing out like a vast bill-fort over tho low 
country, the valley of tho Nerbudda, ‘This 
peculiar natural construction, of course, added 
greatly to its strength th formov days, aa it adda 
to its beauty now. 

The old wall yomatas, Tam told, round nearly 
tho whole cireumforenco, and the mins of the old 
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clty scem to be scattered over tho entire interior 
spice. ‘Tho great mass of the buildings in almost 
* all Eastern citics is of a vory mean description, 
Tho houses of the common people have utterly 
disappeared, or are concealed by tho jungle: but 
on all “*-~ -~3 to be acon, rising above the trees, 
the ble uvues of mosques, the houses and the 
tombs of tho old noblos, and noble ruins they are, 
We left M-—— on tho 21st inst, at two pm, 
M—— in a palkee with twolve bearers, I riding, 
.We had seven carts to carry our tents and 
baggage, The old ayah and my “fat boy” in 
the nuggor-carl: pony with side-saddlo bringing 
up the rear, Our first march wis twelve miles, 
to Julwa, where wo passed the night, and a 
bitter cold night it was, under canvas. Next 
morning we tuned out as soon as we could 
persuade ourselves to do so, and came on fourteen 
miles to Nalcha, Thus far tho country ewas flat 
and uninteresting; but at Nalcha it began to be 
prettier, Thore are somo fine old ruins thore, 
and in the afternoon werenjoyed a very pleasant 
airing; M-—— on her faithful steod, I walking 
by her side. Tho following morning wo came 
on to Mandoo, The distance to the gato was 
six miles: the whole over hill and dale, jungle 
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and ynius, the suburbg of eld Mamdoo, About 
halfway we stopped to seo ond of tha “Tous,” 
amagnificont ravine, tho head of which was eloso* 
on the left-hand side of the vond, and whieh winds 
down thenee to the plain below. Wo looked 
down over tho edge, some five ay sis hundred 
foot, T suppose, perpendicular, upon the tops of 
tho large jungle-trees helow. Tt was a grand 
and beautilul gcano, and well in keoping with it 
was the figure that met mo as approached the 
edge of the rock, the Grat human being wo had 
soen sinco leaving Naleha, I wish I could 
skotch himy—~—a most wild-looking Bheol, in an 
indeserihablo céstume, a poweh of eheota skin by 
his sido and matchlock on his shoulder; on he 
walked, aid soon vanished in tho jungle You 
have probably heard of these Bheels, They 
abound over nll this part of Tndia, and are at 
presculetho only inhubitants of Mandoo, ‘Thay 
wore formorly 2 nation of thieves, and we yery 
lito better now, though thoy have been partly 
civilised (at Jeast have been tunght that there 
ave other ways of oarning a livelilood than 
stealing) by our Government, 

Tho scenery, 1s wo came nearer to Mandoo, 
became more picturesque; and as wo crossed 
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the enormous ravine which does, or did, the 
office of ditch, and ascended the bank on this 
side, iL was very fine. Wo had a long and steop 
climb, passing through sovoral noblo pateways, 
bofore wo found ourselves at the top. We thon 
proceeded for two miles through thick jungle 
(this was inside the walls), with ruins here and 
there, till we came to the present poor little 
Bheel village. ‘This stands round tho remains 
of what was formerly the principal mosque, a 
splendid ruin, A milo and a half furthor 
through tho samo scenery brought us to our 
tent, When we had dressed and breakfasted 
wo sat under the trees looking’ over the lake, 
sketching (na well as we could), and enjoying 
the fresh nix. 

Ag soon as tho sun was low cnough in the 
afternoon, wo set off, M—— on her pony, I 
walking, to see tho old musjid, or mosquo, and 
tlio tomb of a certain sultan, Tushang Shah 
Ghooree, which adjoins it. 

The musgjid is about on tho scale of one 
of ou cathedrals, or large colleges, but built 
entirely and very substantially of stone. 

‘The tomb is about on tho sealo of an ordinary 
church, but built, as is also tho raised platform 
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on which it stands, of white mavhle, Tt consists 
of a single apartnnent of fifty ov siaty foot sepanra, 
a splendid dome vising overhead to eighty ov a 
hundred feet in height. In the contre of the or 
is the tomb of tho sultan, of very small dimen- 
sions, but of white marble, and of fine workman- 
ship: on each sido are the tombs of some of his 
fomily, A Jitlle agnare on the top, just below 
the arch, contains his name, and nothing moro 
Abave the point of the arch is ongraved. the 
© Kullimah,” or & Le lah it Allah, Aeahom- 
med russool Allah,” the Mussulman’s confession 
of dhith; and at the foot ix ongraved deeply, 
legibly, in large capitals and with horrid care, 
the name, rank, regiment, &e. of a dreadful 
Englishman, Tonust have oveupied the wretehed 
num the greater part of a day. ‘This morning I 
set forth with my guide, with his matchioek on 
his shotldor, to see another building, from its 
silnation mul other cireusianess perhaps the 
most interesting and beautiful in Mandoo; but 
ns T must coriainly take M—-— to soo it, I 
veacrve an account of it dill then Thad a good 
walk, at my best pace, of about an hone and a 
half through dense jrmgle, and wns quite rondy 
for breakfist on my retwn, [Tore I must tell,

you, by the way, that though we are many miles 
from any bazar, wo are not il supplied. T have 
»six men posted on the road from M —— hither, 
who bring us om bread, butter, ment, and 
vogeinbles fresh overy morning, The large 
tanks here supply us with fish, and with wild 
duck and teal, which it is the business of our 
guide to knock over for us. 

Barly in the afternoon [ went again to TLoo~ 
shang Shah's tomb, whero M-——— met me a 
couple of hours ater, and we wont togethor to 
sec the celebrated “ Water Palace.” ‘This is a 
magnificont ruin, about on the seale of Raglan 
Castle, and stands nearly surréunded by an 
artificial lake, Oh, how wo wished for you and 
your sketch-book! I have never seon anything 
in India, and hardly elsewhere, to equal some of 
the views from the upper rooms and terraces. 
Tt made us both regrot vory much that we wore 
not better sketchers. Nothing was wanting to 
complete tho picture; ruins on tho grandest 
scale, water, wood, hill near; and in the distance, 
what might almost bo called mountain, for, 
looking over o part of the low country, wo could 
seo the ghauts down to their base, ‘Those ruins 
have no ivy to adorn them, but they have a 
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clothing almost as beautify), and, unhappily, much 
more destructive, Tho peepul and other treos 
have taken rook upon tho walls by lundyeds;- 
thoiv roots forcing thoir way Chrough the most 





substantial stonawork, often forming tha chief 
support of that pavt of the building, and even- 
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tually, when the treo above becomes too heavy, 
bringing all down together, Some of the finest 
ruins, [Iushang’ Shal’s mausoleum among then, 
are fast going to utter destruction in this way, 
25th, Sunday. 
“The sound of the chuich-going bell 
Theso valleys and rocks never heard." 
We have, howevor, read the service in our tent, 
with one of Arnold’s sermons; and as we sat 
outside, enjoying the view before us, wo sang 
* Those are thy glorious works,” for ow anthem, 
We took a short walk this morning to some of 
the ruins neavest to ow camp, | There is somo 
degreo of sameness jn them, though rather more 
yarioty, I think, than one would expect in the 
remains of an Hastern town, The columns are— 
some, of them round, of immense size; some 
square; somo four-sided at the baso, and in- 
creasing in tho number of sides to fhe top, 
whore itis round, One of these I skotchod in a 
very large sort of arcade, which forms one side 
of the square enclosing Hushang Shal’s tomb. 
This aveada was, I suppose, intended for, and 
usod as, serai; and is quite perfect now. Tho 
columns (of which thero must bo upwards of a 
hundred) avo of stone, well carved and finished ; 
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they support beams of stony, npon which are laid 
planks, or large slabs, algo of stone, 

Tho peineipal feature in most of tho buildings ‘ 
is the dome. ‘Chese ave all of one forms thetr 
section being oxuetly the samo aa the outling of 
tho arches. ‘These Intter ave fimmnerable, but 
all of ono shape, ‘There are no minarets, nor 
any of those vory tapering domes which we 
commonly associate in our minds with Mahom- 
medan architecture, and which aro, [ srppose, 
of moro modern introduction, Some of the 
smaller domvs, however, retiining tho same 
online, avo fluted like 2 melon, Many of the 
windows avo filled up with solid stone Inttice- 
work. 

On tho fervaced. roots of tho palaces you often 
soa those little isolated rooms or baleonies («dala 
khanah,” on upper room), very much resembling 
whut, it?T am not mistaken, ono seos on Ttalian 
houses; of the same character as tho upper part 
of Beckford’s tower, near Bath, 

Ono sivango building T must give you some 
account of; the Indies’ bath at the Wator Palace, 
Its general structure ix Uiat of an enormous 
empty beo-hive, let down in tho carth till tho 
top is on & level with the surfnee of the ground,

The whole of the lower area is occupied by the 
bath, which is about forty feot square, and is 
full to this day of clear water. Tho domo has 
fallen in, but all round the bath aro tho ladies’ 
dressing-rooms, and the earth for some distance 
round is porforated with passages and stairs 
leading to various parts of the palace ; tho whole, 
to tho little dressing-rooms on tho brink of the 
bath, constructed of massive stone. 

26th I write to day in the open air, in the 
full enjoyment of the seenc which I mentioned 
before as having visited myself Wo are spend~ 
ing the day here, 

Yesterday afternoon our guidd led us through 
a wild jungle-path to one of the highest spots in 
Mandoo—its citadel, in fact; almost cut off from 
Mandoo, as Mandoo is from Malwah, ero wo 
fountl an old fort, which was no doubt standing 
long before the vost of Mandoo was dortified. 
It has a fine view of the low country, which 1 
dave say the chiols of tha goad old time used to 
gnjoy, very much in tho same spivit in which 
they say old Bliicher enjoyed the view of London 
from the top of St. Paul's, when ho exclaimed, 
with tears in his eyos, “ What glorious plunder!” 
I askod our guide what such a fort could have 
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boon wanted for: “I suppose to plunder the 
poor villagors down there av the plain?” «Whig 
cso?” ho answered, “In those days they would 
kill a man for the cloth on his buek,” 

This morning wo sob forth alter an carly 
breakfast, taking ow Inneheon with us, for 
Rewah Koond, or “tho spring of the Nerbudda,” 
where, however, you must not for a mamant 
supposo that the Nerbudda takes its risa, ‘Tho 
story connected with this most boantifal spot 
(and it is, no doubt, formded on fret, if not 
strictly true) is this. ‘The Prince Biz Bahadoor, 
having but a fow poor seore of wives, yory natu. 
rally was on tho look-out for more. While 
hunting on the banks of tha Narhudda, ho met 
with a most lovely villago girl, and then and there 
fell hopelessly in Jovos ho came, saw, and was 
conquored. To made his offor forthwith bat

“Surprisod wos tho inird whon the lady sid Nu!" 


She was a Iindoo of high caste, and nothing 
would induee her to leave tho banks of the sacred 
stream (for tho Norbudda ranks, for sanctity, 
vory near to the Ganges itself), Why in tho 
world the prince did not at once destroy the 
villago, put tho inhabltants to tho sword, and 
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carry off the Indy, it is impossible to guess. 
lis Highness may have had his own reasons for 
avich singuiny forbearance; but ho thought Mt 
to gain his point by art Ile dreamt a dream 5 
that the Nerbudda had, to remove the lady’s 
scruples, forced its way up through tho earth 
some fifteen hundyed feet perpendicular, atl that 
its waters would be found, bubbling up in the 
form of a fountain, in a certain retired and very 
lovely spot on Mandoo hill, Search was mado, 
the foyntain discovered, and the lady won; and 
thonecforth: Roop Mutteo was the most favoured 
queen of Malwa, 

By tho side of the tank which tlio prince 
made to contain the waters of tho fountain we 
ave now sitting. Closo beforo us aro tho ruins 
of the palace he built for his princess, and on 
the fop of the hill which vises behind it is hor 
royal and most picturesque summer-howse, To 
this I climbed tho morning after our urrival 
here, and after enjoying the view of Mandoo 
(to the northward), was about to return, well 
pleased with my excursion, whon my guide 
called to me, * Come up here.” I ascended a 
fow stops to a terrace, where I found (to the 
southward) a far more oxtensive and beautiful 
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viow, whieh dtl thon had been concealed from 
me ‘To my surprise, T fund T overlooked, all 
Nimax. It lay like a map sprend at my feat, 
the deseont from the termece on whieh 1 stood 
lo the valloy of the Novludda boing quito pro 
eipitous, I mada au attompt at a sketch, but 
it would give you little iden of tho beauty of the 
place. It was takon from a spot in the jungle 
below, and ab somo Nettle distance from the 
palaco—a glade thot a pie-nic party would 
grect with a shout of dolight—-savvounded by : 
noble trees, banyans, evorgyeon oaks, &e Th 
truth, one must admit that Biz Bahadvoy was a 
pagan of"taste, * 

fn the courso of tho afternoon f got hold of 
a Bheel, and made him show us his skill in 
archory 3 for these people uae bows and arvows, 
and use them well, T put up our provision 
baskel @reviously emptied) as a mark, at about 
forty yards, Tho shot two arrows, and, though 
ho missed, he went vory closo to it One of the 
arrows struck a tree, and pieread the trunk so 
deeply that it wos with somo diMeulty that wo 
got it ou f bought his how and avrows for 
i rmpee, and sont him away well pleased with 
his bargain, 
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Thevo is éno of the great sights of this place 
of which I have as yot said nothing, ‘Tho won- 
' derful treo, called tho sidansonia digitata, is 
moro abundant ab Mandoo and in its onvitons 
than anywhero elso in India It is not beautiful ; 
it looks like a hugo oak afflicted with dropsy ; 
and at this scason it is especially ugly, boing 
wholly without leaves, Its fruit, about the sizo 
and shape of a cocoa-nut (but a longer oval), 
hangs from tho points of its dumpy branches. 
I measured ono of these trees ab Malecha— tho 
largest I have scen—and found ifs trunk forty 
or forty-five foot in cireumforonce, five foot from 
the ground. It was of the height of a good- 
sized oak, The fruit when ripe, which it is 
now, contains a mass of dyy white pulp, some- 
thing in appearance like pith; but you can rub 
it with your finger to a fino powder. It has a 
pleasant acid taste, and makes a nie drink, 
liko lemonads, said to be wholesome in fovors, 
The seeds, like 1 pea, but larger, aro imbeddod 
in the pulp, and the wholo enclosed in a groon 
xind, Wo have spent this afternoon, our Inst 
foy sight-seaing, at the Wator Palaco, sketching, 
M-—— sat on the upper torraco of a detached 
vango of buildings (surrounded by a troop of 
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wondoring monkeys), skotching the front of tho 
principal building, while [ wandered shout, 
copying such Hittly bits as T could, We had

Fobrnavy L, 185, 
My prarn ——, 

#* O-—, omr commilssariat officer 
and polico magistrate, has beon asking mo to 
help him to got up somo schools for the native 
children of this place, and Tam going with him 
to-morrow to dea what wo ea da Wo did 
atlompt, when we first came here, to establish a 
good English Christian school, chiefly for tho 
half-castes, or Enst Indians, as they are called 
now-a-days, but to admit natives also: * but 
there ar considerable difficulties in the way of 
establishing and keoping up a school of that 
kinds; a good tonchor is very seldom to be 
found, and it requires carol superintendence. 
The school Innguished a fow months, and camo 
to m ond, 

Wo aro now going to by an ordinary native 
school, moroly substituting wholesome and useful 
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voading in tho nativo languages, translations 
from Inglish books, for tho vilo stuff which 
+ they read and teach if loft to themselves, or 
such x school a teachor will ensily bo found, 
and the oxpenso will bo moderato; and as 
Captain C differs from Mr. —— as widely 
as zeal and onexgy do from indolence and indif 
forenco, I have no doubt it will prosper. 





Fobruary 12, 185—, 
My pran W——, 

* * * T am giving my mon a treat, as 
they havo been behaving vory’ well ‘tho last 
year, and havo gained themselves great credit 
at the review, I am going to make them run 
vaces, and play games for prizes, a few days 
hence, and 10 givo thom a dinner in the ovening, 
They had a day's practice at running, jumping, 
football, &c. the other day; but I am sorry to 
say that the prizes, which wore given in money, 
wore all tured into drink beforo night: so 
next time I am going to give them jackets and 
other articles of clothing, which nre not so 
easily converted into fluids, 

S——~ asks, in her last letter, whether we 
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aro near the Vindhyan vange of mountains, 
which sho sees near us in the map. Yes, we 
ave in fact upon thom; for, though towarda the 
south they me very sleep, thoy slope down 
towards tho north very gradually, snd almost 
impercoptibly ; and upon that northern slope, 
some twenty miles from the edgo, stands M-——, 
Mandoo is a part of the Vindhyan rwngo; and 
when we wore ab Roop Muttes’s stmmor-honse 
we stood upon its very edge, the valley of tho 
Norbudda being close below us. 

And what do you suppose is the meaning of 
tho word © Vindhyan?? Tt is a Sonsertt word, 
meaning a darhier ; and the name-was given to 
these mountains, because it was supposed, ov 
protended by tha wise mon of ald, thot they 
stopped’ the sun {vom going further northward, 
for you will seo that thoy ran nearly along 
the troria And now for a litle otymology, 
Vindhya, a barrior, thence (» and b joing com 
monly exchangod for onch other in olymology) 
the Hindustani words bud,” a barrio, and 
“ bundna,” to bind, And ay you goo, when 
you talk of a ddnding for your dors, ov a band. 
age fora ent Singor —whon M—— talks of boys 
going out of Lounds, or of’ the prize he got at 
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Christmas boing handsomoly bound — you uso 
words which havo come down fram the suma 
source with tho name which those Sanscrit 
sages pave to theso mountains, Tow fir back 
that source may be is more than I ean guoss— 
likely cnough, before the building of Babel, 

Yon speak in your letter of the prospect 
of your coming out to us. We think and talk 
of it as often’ as you do, and wo look forward 
to it with very great pleasure; but we must not 
be in a hwry, Your coming out soon would 
be a great happiness to us, but it would bo a 
great loss to you, You might, and I dave say 
you would, Jearn a good deal ufter you cane 
out; but, oven with the best disposition to learn, 
India is not a good placo for that, or for any 
other avork ; and if you sometimes find it difficult 
to exert yourself in England, I fear you would 
find it ten times moro so in India, She next 
two or threo years ygi bo, in some respects, tho 
most important of your whole life. Use them 
well, and thoy will repay you richly overy year 
you livo: we them ill, and they will bo lost, 
past all recovery! You may think that this 
is somothing of an old-fashioned homily, but, 
believe inc, it is a most true one.

All M——~ has been in a state of ox- 
citemont about thioves for some time past; there 
is a gang of them at work overy night, and we 
have no police—none, at least, deserving the 
namo, So 1 suppose thoy will carry on thdir 
dopredations till they have got all that is to bo 
had, or till one or two of thom got shot, which 
they cortainly will bo if any ono has an oppor 
tunity, They are said to be ton in numbor, 
armed with swords, But they nover uso any 

of 
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yiolonce, oither in the way of browking inte 
houses, ov attacking people, exec tn aelfede- 
fonce, Their plan is to find a window ov 
door left open (® very common thing in this 
country), and ereep in aa qaitetly ag possible: 
and some of them are so expert that thoy would 
almost inke {he pillow from under your hend 
without waking you. 

Dogs avo said to be the beat of all ree 
against them, but they do no always answor 
Our neighbours, Mer. and Mrs, N——, havo, 
I think, sumo ten or a dozen dogs fn theiy houge, 
and they were completely cloared out the other 
night, Boxes were taken away from thaie room” 
within five or six yards of thor bed, and wndor 
tho very noses of two fioreo dogs, The hoxes wore 
found not fre from tho house, bub af the plata, 
clothes, &e, which they contained, no traea hog 
yot béin discovered. We are, of course, looks | 
ing protly sharply lo our “national defences,” 
for no night passes in which xome ono fs nop 
favoured with 9 visit.

police, but hithorto in vain; so ho says we must 
takg cavo of ourselves, Ho has put oxtra bars 
to his doors and windows, and sleeps with loaded 
pistols under his pillow. 

Tle was drinking tea with us the other even- 
ing, when, of course, the robbors and their 
proceedings were fully discussed, and when, of 
course, poor M—— went to bed with her mind 
quite prepared for an attack on the house before 
morning. Doors and windows were duly exa- 
mined: a vigorous search instituted into the in- 
terior of wardrobes, closets, boxes, and drawers ; 
but nothing was discovered likely to do mischief, 
and we lay down with a fecling ‘of considerable 
security for the night; in vain,—noises, real or 
imaginary, throughout the night, made sleep 
impossible.

influenza, chilblaina, chapped hands, touthaches, 
caruchos, Ge, &e. 

LT hope that hy tho time you receive this, the 
sun— which is alveady as new to uk iH we euro 
to have hin will have come near enough te 
you lo disperse all those unpleasant guests, and 
send them scudding away towards the veyfons 
about the North Pole. . 

Wo have not heard fron you for some thn, 
Tam fiyaid, young man, you qwust be yotting 
lazy. Let us have a letter soon, tolling: wa how 
you avo, aud what you ato doing with those 
tvelvo ov fourdeon hours thit you live te dis 
poro of every day, between the tine thet you 
roll out of bed in tho morning, wid the time that: 
you tumble in again ot night. 

Thear @ good aecount of yor generally: 0’ 
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think the only thing not very good that I hear 
is, that you aro sometimes apt to be rather bois- 

sterous, when it would be more agrecablo to 
other pooplo if you wore quiet, Is it so? If it 
ja, that cannot bo called quite good, becauso I 
fear it shows that you do not onough consider 
othor pooplo’s pleasure, which all good mon, and 
good women, and good childron, always do: for 
in this matter I do not sce why children should

amust wait till I write to you again, when I will 
take caro to toll it at tho beginning of my lottor, 
that it may nol bo squeezed out at the end again, 
ag it has beon this time.

My par S-——, 

I havo boon reading Boswoll’s “Life of 
Johnson,” a book which you, too, must by all 
means read when you are old enough to digest 
it. Ifyou road it cavolessly, you will find it one 
of the most amusing books, but if you read it 
attentlvely, one of the most instructive, that you 
ever read. Jolmson’s lifo was, in ono g'espect, 
what evory Christian’s life ought to be-—a con~ 
stant struggle against evil, especially tho ovil 
within him, 

A child so weak and sickly, that it seemed 
vory unlikely that he would ever grow to bea 
mans so melancholy, as to bo at times half 
crazed; so indolent, that, for a great part of his 
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Iifo, it cost him e gortous oflort ta got out of his 
bed in the morning; poor, and almost friondloss ; 
ofion unable to procure a dinner 5 ofton sleoping. 
in tho slyeot for want of a lodging: unpromis 
ing stuf, surely, lo mako a great man of Ia 
strugelod on, and became leaned, wise, good, 
and great, Peoplo may say that he owed all 
this to his wonderful nbilitios, but it is not tena, 
Tis learning and his wisdom may, in great 
moasuro, be owing to those; but all his abilities 
aud all his learning could never mako him or 
any ono ols good, and therefore could not make 
him truly great. IIs gooduess and groatness 
wore the gift of God, given to persovoranco and 
prayer, 

T need hardly sey, thet both his wisdom and 
his goodness were vory far from porfoct, Tor 
that is only saying that he was a man, 

T haye probably inentioned iy some of my 
foxmor lotiora the native school = A wo (Oap- 
tain O—— chiofly) havo ostablishod in tho bazar 
herve, At §——— thoro is a very largo native 
school, or collego, from which Major D——~ told 
mo he thought ho could supply us with a master 
for our school. So, when I was there, ho had 
tho five hoad boys (young men) in the collogo 
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over at his house, that we might examine thom, 
and T might choose the best, 

‘Wo oxamined thom in algebra, gcometry, 
history, and geography; and I was astonished 
at the quickness with which thoy answered, 
They would do any proposition in Euclid, or 
work a quadratic equation as quickly as any 
English boys I over saw, and other things 
equally well. It was all done in their own 
language, as at that college English is not 
taught. 


Travellers’ Bungalow, A——, 
June 12, 186—. 
My pian ——., 

* You will see by my date that I am on 
my way back to M—— from S——» after a 
vory pleasant vistt of two months, .A—— 
could not get leave again so soon to come and 
fotch moe; and I therefore started yesterday 
evening, alone; alono, that is, as regards friend 
or companion, but not unattended; for, besides 
my twenty-four bearers, I am oscorted by four 
mon on horseback, enlled sowars, to keep the 
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road clear and seo that all yoos right: so that J 
have, in all, twonty-vight altendants, Tu spite 
of this, 1 feol rathor lonely, travelling all through 
tho night in this wild, jimgly country, completely 
at the merey of my native adtendiunts, whose 
language I cannot understand, nor they mine 
L have one of our own servants awaiting mo at 
cach bungalow, to wait on me, act as interpreter, 
&e, and in three nights Thopo to reach home 
and husband in safety, 1 am watching tho 
weathor rather ansiously, half foaving that I 
may be overtaken by the reins, which ara 
now duo. 

13th. Altor writing Unus fay yestorday, I wag 
alarmed by a violont storm of thindor and wind, 
which I folt suro would bo followed by a tre- 
nondous fall of rain from tho black elouds all 
wound — Tlappily for me, however, it prased 
ovor, ang at six o'clock I got into my palkea 
and started for T——, 1 arrived here without 
advonlure (oxcepting that of once losing our way 
in the jungle) at hall-past one v’¢lock this mom 
ing, and soon roused up tho khidmutgar (or 
bungnlow servant) and my ayah, who had pro 
coded me. 1 struck a light aud sottled myself 
on the cot in the bungalow, but did not ati 
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above an hour's sleop before break of day, on 
account of thoso torments the musquitocs, I 
stark again this evening at five or six; and at the 
noxt bungalow, butlor will be awaiting me with 
fresh provisions. I have just despatched ayali 
in the cart with my boxes, my man-servant 
following me mounted on a bullock, I cannot 
got a horse or pony for him here as I did at the 
last village. He came with me from A—— 
last night on a pony, which I hired for twelve 
annas (1s. 6d.) to go twenty miles and back; 
forty in all, I gave the owner tio annas extra, 
for which ho blessed me, and prayed that God 
would give Ma’am Sahib plenty-of children! 


Juno 1%, 186—. 
My prarn ——, 

M-—— arrived at R—— hofore day- 
steak on the morning of tho 14th, The only 
“adventure” sho mot with that night was that 
mo of her bearers was bitien by a snake as they 
smo along, They stopped, killed the snake 
‘which was, fortunately, not one of the worst 
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kind), and enmo to © Maan Sahih” lov a euros 
for, you know, they think wo all possess some 
medical skill, Ma'am Sahih” had nothing at 
hand but a bottle of vosowater, some af which 
sho appliod, (a sao remedy, xt Joast,) and then 
they proceedud. 

On approaching the bungaloy M——- was 
grocted, not, as sho expected, by butler, but by 
husband, I had veevived the frat intalligence 
of hor setting out on hey journey dght-and-Lorty 
hours before, while a most torvific atorm of rain, 
wind, thunder and lightning, such as usually 
ushers in tho SW. monsoon, was raging round 
me, ‘Chore appeared evory probubility of hor 
having to encounter the fixat heavy buvat of the 
rains on her way, and £ resolved to go and 
meet hor, I started next morning, and found, 
to my volicf, that tho storm had not oxtended in 
her direetion above twolve or fourteen miles, 

T slopt in my palkeo at R——, intending, 
if M——~ did not arrive, Wo vo on next morning 3 
but, ab about fow am, [ was awoke by tho 
welcome gound of hor bearers. In the couray of 
tho forenoon the poor man who had been bitten 
came to us, with his leg vory much ewollon, and 
in great pain. I sent to tho villags for same 
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people to carry him to M——., that he might 
obtain medical help as soon as possible; but tho 
head man of the village sent a man who, ho said, 
could cure him. I told* him to sot to work at 
once, and do what he could for him, when, to 
my gvent astonishment, he bogan to mesmerise 
him, On my questioning him, he said that he 
had not learnt it of any Evropem, but that it 
was taught and practised by the wise men among 
the natives. I had often heard of this, but never 
met with a case before, It was too late, how- 
ever, for mesmorism to be of any use; and we 
sent him off on a village cot, or bedstead, the 
rudest affair that can be imagined, on men’s 
shoulders, This is the usual way of carrying 
sick peoplo about in this country, the cot and the 
hearers being changed at every village, 

We started again at half-past fow in the 
afternoon, and got on vory well till aboet oleyen 
o'clock, whon, being about half way, we were 
stopped by the vain, which poured down for 
about five hours, ‘To go on was impossible, 
as our torches could not be kept burning; so we 
took refuge in a shed; whethor choultry or 
stable I do not know, for both mon and horses 
were lodged in it; and there we rested, our 
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bearors all asleop round us, till four aa, whon 
we started once more, and reached home without 
further inlorruption at ten o'clock. , 


Inne 26, 18h =, 
My pian M——, 
Thore you have v faithful picture of a 
sugar-mill, such as we seo, in mumbors, in all 





the villages in this part of tho commtry, 1 do 
not know whethor thoy we different in othor 
parts of India, as I never happoned to sow any 
till I camo here, 

Tho bullocks walk round and round in a 
circle, drawing round tho horizontal beam, upon 
which two men sit; ono at one end, to dulyo the 
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bullocks; the other at the othor end, feeding the 
mill with sugar-cane, which is previously chopped 
up into picces of about six inches length, 

The end of the beam on which the driver 
sits is loaded with stones, in order to press 
down the top of the bent upright beam, te which 
it is suspended, as you seo, by a chain. What 
is the use of that rude rectangular wooden frame, 
to which the chain is fastened, and why the 
chain could not bo fastened to the point of the 
upright beam itself, are questions not easily, 
answered, If you asked the miller, he would 
think it quite sufficient to say that he makes 
his mill ag his father did bofore him (for these 
Tlindoos are the most conservative people in 
the world), But to proceed: the upright beam 
rests and turns round in a stone socket or basin, 
which is 2 good deal larger than the beam itself; 
the spare space being filled up with #ieces of 
sugar-cane, As tho mill gocs round, the heavy 
weight hanging from tho top of tho beam of 
course presses it against the sido of tho basin, 
towards which it leans. Tho sugar-cane on that 
side is thus crushed, and the juice runs out, 
by a pipe under-ground, to a boiler a few yards 
off. Fox the same reason, tho side of tho basin

towards the man who feeds tho mill is always 
free from pressure, und he removes and Unvows 
away the bity of cano that havo beon ground, 
and fills up the spaco with fresh picvos, to be 
evnshod in their tum as tho mill comes round, 

It is n most rude alluir: and as you pass 
through a village, and sea porliaps a docon 
of thom at work in the open street, boilers, 
fires, and all—all exactly alike in overy pay 
ticular; tho thatched mud lmts on cach sido; the 
very soil composed, apparently, of refuse sugar 
canos eritle and buflaloes poking about to pick 
up what they cin; the men, stupid-looking, 
half-clads tho’ childyon playing in tho dirt, 
altogether uncnenmbored with clothing ; the 
women, with their water-pots on their heads, 
thely arms and foot jingling with ormamonts, 
carrying, apparently, tho raiment of tho whole 
honsehokl on their backs, but pivturesquo figures 
tooj—-whion ono his such a scene us this before 
him, one must needa think, unless he las formed 
a very strong resolution not to do be. 

T suppose, if ono had passed through that 
village two thousand yeara ago, he would have 
sean it looking just ns it docs now; just such 
bullocks tuning just such mills; just such 
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women in just such clothing, carrying just such 
water-pots; just such men, living in just such 
. huta; and just such childron playing in just such 
dirt, And if the traveller had gone thence 
straight to W——, what would he have seen? 
T suppose he might have found the squire 
(for there would havo been certainly no vicar) 
sitting in his hovel, surrounded by his fahitly 
(all clad alike in skins), consulting as to the best 
method of surprising his neighbour at O-—, 
burning his hut, and putting him and his family 
to death. Tho young squiresses would have 
been found, not practising a duet on the piano- 
forte, but stewing the remains of yesterday's fox 
for breakfast; the young gentleman roaring, not 
over his Greek grammar, but by reason of a 
knock on the head from a log of wood, adminis- 
tered’ by his paps, for coming in from his 
morning’s hunting without so much asea kitten 
to add tq the family feast, Our traveller would 
havo found neithor fields, gardens, noy roads; 
and ploughs and spades neither known nor 
dlveamt of, And then comes the question, How 
iag W-—— managed not only to catch up Plassy 
"(fox that is my village’s namo) but to pasa it and. 
leave it so immeasurably far behind ? At what 
1 
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timo in the history of England did W-—~ coma 
up with Plngsy, and whon did it leave it behind ? 
What has helped W—— on, and what has kept - 
Plassy back ? Tow happons it, that W--— now 
can build Crystal Palaeos, vido in: first-class 
cartilages on railways, and send a messnge by 
tho electric telograph to the shores of the Medi 
torrancan in a fow minutes, while Plasay hog 
nt cvon managed to improve hor sugar-mills 
oy to establish a school for hor chikdvon?

Tt scema, as ono walks 
among them, no moro than sobor truth, “that 
evory flower enjoys tho air it breathes.” 

I wish I know the proper names of somo of 
our flowers and shrubs, as T have no doubt 
you have many of them in your hot-hougses in 
Englund: but the advantago which this placo 
has over other plifcos in India that T am ace 
quainted with, is, that many Mnglish planta algo 
thrive hero porfectly well: rosus (of course); 
myrtle, sweetbricr, verbena, geranium, holiotrope, 
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honeysuckle, jasmine, mignionetic, nasturtiun, 
sweet pea, and others. 

Thad writton so far, whon I was interrupted 
by a visit from J——}; no trifling infliction,

Your letter contains, as others sometimes 
do, somo inquiries about tho missions in this 
country: but i¢ is my lob now, as it has hoon 
during almost tho whole of my sorvies, to he 
stationed in tho territories of a foreign governs 
mont, in which no attempt to introduce Ohrist« 
innity has yot been mado; nor, I believe, would 
any attompt bo pormitted on any considurable 
scale, 

At Kamptee, for o hort timo, T had an oppor- 
tunity of scoing tho proceedings of the Scotch 
Froo Church Mission, At Bombay I visited 
somo Mission Schools; but tho only ocension on 
which I havo scon anything of the working of 
our own Missions was during tho fow days that 
T spout at Bonares, in 1844, So that if f wero 
to comechome now, and staud up on a platform 
before a Missionary meoting, 1 should have to 
vary, in no ploasing mannor, tho usual course of 
speaking followed on thoso ovcagions, and to tell 
my hoarors how largo mm oxtent of the length 
and breadth of India ono muy traverse without 
meeting or heaving ofa Christian Missionary, 

We have many diffeultics to contend with 
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here at the present time, but something has boon 
dono in the last two years; somo little, to bring 
bofoxo the natives somo of tho secondary effects 
of the Gospel. Wo havo an excollent fund for 
the relief of the poor, and a school; and we are 
now trying to establish a disponsary; by means 
of which we hope (in addition to its moro imme- 
diate objects) to introduce tho practice of vaccin- 
ation, It is strange that this has never beon 
done hitherto, for great numbers die of small-pox 
evary year, 

I think it very desivable that theso fruits of 
Christian civilisation should bo scattered over 
the country as liberally as possible; especially 
in those parts whore thero aro difficulties in the 
way of direct Chyistian teaching. Unthinking 
and bigoted as theso poor people are, such gifts 
must, I think, in time be appreciated, and dis- 
pose them to view our religion more fuvaurably,

avo tailor-birds,—who come every evening to 
roost on @ vose-bush, within (wo yards of M——'s 
soat in the gordon, while sho is silting there

reading, Theo they sit (to hor great delight) 
without tho least fear, cuddling togother, as if it 
was impossible to be nenr onough to each other. 
They aro a most amusing little couple. 

The Eindoo foast of the Dowalleo is now 
going on.

say nothing of the good efleat of such Mings un 
the moral and physical condition of the pouple. 

There appears to be a good dent of dine 
cussion as to tho character of the natives, and 
thoir fitness for employment in places off truat 
and responsibility; and it ly not aunrprisings that 
there should he groat differonee of opinion Mport 
this question, 
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‘There ave, of course, thonsands of them om. 
ployed in govornment and mercantile offices, 
as clorks, accountants, eashiors, &a, and, I sup« 
pose, no people in tho world can possibly make 
botter ones, ‘Chose who seo thom only, or 
chiefly, in theso employments, naturally think 
vory highly of them. But take the bost of 
thom, and give him anything to do with a con 
tract for supplics, and he will cheat to an extent 
and with an ingenuity of which wo can form 
but a vory faint idea Givo him a police ox 
magistorial appointment, removed from super 
vision, and he will take bribos from plaintiff and 
defondant in the most unblushing maunon. ‘This 
is not only my own opinion of them, All with 
whom I havo over conversed on the subject, 
and in whose judgment T lave had confidente, 
have thought tho samo; and, I contess, I do not 
sco whet right wo lave to oxpect anything 
bettor, Tt appears to me as unrensonablo to 
oxpeet snything like high moral principle from

stetch, making a mark on tho road with the bit 
of stick; thon, gotting up, standing on tho mark, - 
and repeating the samo process, and so goiug * 
along, Ifo looked thoroughly in ecrrnost, and 
intont upon his task. ITis nose, and chest, and

knees, and séick, wore all worn away; and his 
oyos wore melting in his hoad, 

“IIo took no notice of me, as if abstracted 
from surrounding objects; so 1 called out to him 
Hore, my friend!

I gave him a pieco of money, and said, ‘Don’t 
be a fool, tako this; leave your vow and picco 
of stick behind, and make the best of your way 
home to Punderpore,’ Iv tied the money up in 
a cornor of his cloth, and then, joining his hands 
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together in a supplicating postin, begged mo, 

as his fathor and his miothor,’ not to inteprept 

him. ‘Chon, apparently femal of loitering, ho 

turned his back on me, and went on his way, at 

a slower than a sunil’s pace, measuring his longth | 
on the ground,

mad, for ho spoke to me rationally, and like 
a child. 

* Wonderful peoplo! and wonderful the inlluyy 
onco which their religion has over thor minds!

Tho Parseos at Bombay, who have oncou- 
raged s@bular cduention for their childron, more, 
Tbeliove, than any othar class in Jndin, are ins 
stato of gront excitement nt tho clopomont of ono 
of thelr young ladios with » young Parseo doctor 
who was attending hor. Both had xocoived an 
Euvopoan eduention (if it dosoryes the name); 
the Doctor, in the Government Medical College,

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The Parsees have held some meetings on the 
subject, and, finding that tho prir had beun

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Tory, I don’t know what you mean,” said [,

one or the other; all the boys are one or the 
other, and W—— (tho most popular boy in tho 
school) is a Tory.” “Oh, very well,” said I;

Tam afraid I havo not continued quite sianch 
to the principles I adopted thon; which is, perhaps, 
excusable, considering the circumstances under 
which I was obliged to choose my side. 

Whig and Tory ave now-fashioned names, not, 
I think, two hundred yonrs old, But, under 
one name or other, Whigs and Tories, or at 
any vate, Conservatives and Liberals, havo lived 
and have squabbled sinco the days when our 
aucestors lived in tho woods, clothed in raw 
hides instead of broad-cloth. I mean, hat there 
have always been people unwilling to change, and 
people too willing to change. If all tho world 
had boon Conservative, I fear wo should still 
have been clad in hides, still living in the woods, 
Tf all tho world had been Liberal, it is hard to 
say ‘what wo might havo come to; but T do not 
think we should have been so woll off as we ave. 
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Progress in socloty there always has boon, 
since the world began; nnd always must, ho, 
ag long as it Insts, ‘Cho great point is to make 
progress in tho right direetion, and ab a ant 
speed. 

‘Luke, for oxample, tho grent questiony-~Who, 
and how many, ought to have votes and power 
in matters relating to the government of the 
country?

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Tho wise man would givo power {o as many 
as possiblos but he would first give them wisdom 
wherewith to uso if, and, above all, ho would 
vemomber that there is no such thing as wisdom 
without xeligious principlo; and that all the 
education and knowledgo in tho world would 
not save socicty from corruption without that 
galt of the carth,” the Gospel, But wise men are 
scarce, and porfectly wise men aro not to he had 
at any price: so it is, doubtless, well that thore 
should be both Conservatives and Liberals, to 
keep each other in check; so, the one pulling 
onwards, and the other holding baek, we got on 
our journoy, on tho whole, at a vory fair and 
even pace, As one sometimes sees a conch with

We wero rowarded tho other evening by a 
sight of the most glorious meteor I over saw. 

Tt passed nearly over our heads from south 
to north, throwing a light over tho surface of 
the earth, about oqual to that of the full moon. 
We woro first startled by this light on the 
ground, and had bul time to oxclaim, “ What 
js that?” when wo saw the metcor sailing 
through the sky over our heads, It had just 
the appearance of o yockot, but was fim more 
biilliant. So bright was it that I thought ik 
must be closo over ow: heads: but a sound 
like a distané peal of thunder, three minutes 
afterwards, proved that it must have been thirty- 
eight miles abovo tho surface of the carth, We 
did not see tho meteor when it first camo into 
sight; but, from the time that we did sce it, 
it moved along, without perceptible chango in 
its appearance or speed, till it burned: out, and 
disappeared in a shower of sparks, about 30° 
above the horizon, 

Thore was no appearance of an explosion, 
and I therofore suppose that the sound was 
caused by the passage of the meteor through 
tho ain, That it was caused by tho meteor, 
no one who saw the one and heard tho other 
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(and many did so) doubts. Nor do T think 
thoro is any ground for doubting it « Tho aky 
was perfectly clear, and there had Leon neither 
thundor, lightning, nor rain, for two months 
before, Tho sound was heard by all who say 
the meteor, and by somo who, boing iurtoors, 
did not seo it, It was not, of course, oxpested ; 
and thoreforo no onc would have obsorved tho 
intorval at which it followed tho appearance 
of the metcor: but, fortunately, threo frlonds 
of ows wore viding down tho main road of 
the cantonment at the timo, and observing 
the oxact spots at which thoy saw tho meteor 
and heard tho sound, woro enabled, by walking 
their horsos over the ground again, to ascor 
tain tho Jongth of time within a vory fow 
seconds, Tho weather is now delightful, very 
cold in tha morning, and porfectly plensant 
all day, aLast week wo went out for a plenic 
(by ourselves). Wo pitchod our tont in n grove 
of mango-treos, about five miles disiant, and 
passed a very ploasant day there, I say we 
wero by onveclvos, that is, as rogards onting 
and drinking companions: wo had, however, 
Stophons’ * Yucatan,” and * Friends in Council,” 
which latter wo aro ronding with great pleasure, 
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Tho maty was ow attendant (the individual 
who answers Lo your footiman in Jingland), and 
ho rather amused us by somo of his proceedings. 
I noithor shot nor fished, and, I suppose, he 
thought we must have some object in going out, 
—probably the study of natural history. So 
he first went forth, and retuned with two 
splendid weaver-bhwls’ nosts (those long pendant 
nests, you know, with the entrance below), 
which he presented to us, Some time after 
wards he ontered the tent with a poreupine’s 
quill that he had found. And, again, ho sum~ 
moned us from the ruins of Chichen Itza (or 
some such place), in Yucatan, to seo a wonderful 
little owl (a atrango croature it was, cortainly) 
which ho had discovered in a tree near the tent. 

Such sympathy with our tastes (for nothing 
can possibly bo more foreign to theiy own) we 
thought vathor creditable to him, 4 

In our grove was a well, at which somo 
natives were drawing water nearly all day for a 
neighbouring opium-ficld, I must give you a 
sketch, to show you how they draw water here, 
and over tho groater part of India, 

Tho bucket is of flexiblo.lonthor, and tors 
minates, ab bottom, in a leathern pipe. The 
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Dbullocks raise it, when full, hy walking down « 
sloping path, made for the purpose, and lower. 
it, when empty, by backing ‘up again—a'slow; 
and, I should think, a very disagrecable process,’

brisk paco—the driver sits, bobbing up and 
down, upon the rope, shouting to tho bullocks,' 
and now and then giving them a poke with'his: 
sticky As they back. up again to the well, he: 
precedes them, dragging at their veins, in the: 
-vain hope, of lnvxying them, 

Youseo that ‘thore: are two ropes: one thick 
ono, which. supports the bucket; tho. other a 
thin’ one, attached tothe ond of the hoses 
“ While tho bucket ‘is ascending and descending; 

fhe end of the hose is thus kept upon & level with 
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the top of tho bucket; but, on reaching the 
stirface of tho ground, the bucket is raised. still 
higher, while the small ropo passes over a roller 
at the edgo of the woll, drawing the hoso after 
it, and so discharging the water into a channel 
prepared . to receive. ib and convey it over the 
field, 

This contrivances no doubt, originated with 
some ingenious follow, three thousand years 
‘ago; and, alas!'no one has since arisen with

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A voward is givon for all tigers killed in 
British torritory; and as in this part of the 
country they sometimes bring them in (or rather 
thoi skins) from the torritories of native princes, 
who axe not so liboral, in ordor to obtain the 
reward, claimants aro roquired to state the place 
whore, and the manner in which, tho animal was 
killed. 

A. daim was preforred while I was thera; 
and tho man declared that he had planted some 
yams in his garden, that a poreupine cama, and 
was grabbing thom up, when a tigor attacked 
him, and covoured him, or a part of him, 

But though the poreupine could not defend 
himself, he had his revenge: his quills were too 
much for his voracious foo, who nover made 
another meal. ITo died, whether of sore throat 
or indigestion the deponent did not sity: he 
Brought ¢he skin, told his story—vwhich there 
was no‘reason 10 disbelievo-~claimed, and re 
ecived tho reward, 

Everybody knows what a formidable weapon 
a quill may become, when made into a pen; but 
this is coriainly an illustrious addition to the 
list of those who have fallon victims to it, :

My paar ——, 

On our retwn homo yesterday we wore 
grected with’ a pleco of bad news,-—“ the now 
cow’s calf was dead.” No vory important matier, 
you may think but, unfortunately, the cows of 
this country (laugh if you will) have conceived 
a deeply-rooted, and, apparently immoveable 
prejudice against giving milk in the absenco of 
thelr calf, A buffalo, whether from loss live- 
liness of imagination or a greater power of 
understanding, I know not (possibly the inde- 
sctibablo ugliness of her offspring may have 
something to do with it), sees hor calf removed 
by death, or by his primo minister, the butcher, 
without emotion, and will continue her supply 
with ‘unabated Iiborality; but 0 calfless cow is 
perfectly intractable, 

I yvemomber, somo years ago, determining 
that, cost what it might, I would not succumb 
to native prejudice, whether of biped or quad- 
ruped, I golectod the most amiable cow in 
my yard, and ordered her to bo milked in the 
absenco of hor calf, Torco was to bo used if 
persuasion failed. Her legs wore to be tied ; 
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the cowman was to get no pay till it was dono; 
and the thing was to be done! 

The result was, that after giving myself, tho 
cow, the calf, and the cowman, infinite trouble 
for two days, T was obliged to give in, The 
cow gained hor point, and laughed mo to scorn, 

Jn opposing such unrensonablo obstinacy, 
artifice is quite allowable: upon tho present 
occasion we have followed the course usually 
adopted, I am told, by the natives. ‘Tho skin 
of the doar deccased lias been stuffed, and is 
placed, morning and ovening, by its mother's 
side; and, with tho aid of tho dumny, the cow- 
man has no diffeulty in porsuading hex to yield 
her usual supply. 


January 21, 186—, 
My pean A——, 

I am thinking of going ont into tho 
country in a fow days, with all my mon, to 
shoot, and fish, and amuso ourselves, Wo 
intend to go down to the river Norbudda, and 
pitch our tents on its bank for a month, Tho 
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men ave delighted ab the prospect, nnd those 
who have wives and childron avo preparing to 
take them with thom. 

I am afraid wo shall find it vory hot; for 
wo had so vory little rain last season that it 
fs much hottor than usual this year. 

To us, who have good houses to live in, and 
every comfort about wa, it matters little whother 
it is a little hotter or a litle cooler: so little 
that it would be a shame to complain of it 
But one must feel for tho poor natives, who, at 
the best of times, havo no more than is just 
enough to keep thom alive, and who, ut these 
times, whon, for want of rain, ovorything is 
yory dear, stiffer gront distress and misory, It 
is at theso times that wo most feel tho want 
of good roads and railways, It vory soldom 
happens that a whole country is in distress at 
the samo time; and if you have good Toads ox 
railways, you can easily send any quantity of 
food from one district to another, But in India 
it somotimes happons that poople axo starving in 
one district, whilo thove is abundance of food in 
another near thom; but it is of no uag to them 
for want of roads, I hopo this will not ‘always 
bo so: people are very busy now making roads 
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and vailwnys in India, but it will bo a long tine 
bofore they have made enough f 

T davo any you heard of our lostivilles at 
Christmas, when wo lind all the sehool-childyon 
hunting for eggs in our gardon, and a Christ. 
mas-treo for thom in the ovoning, 1 think there 
wore about fifty of them, and you cannot think 
how they enjoyed it Our trco was a beautiful 
young palm-lree, which was londed with pro- 
sonts, Bread and butter, cako and ton, suigar- 
phuns and sweotmonts, disappemted in fabulous 
quantities: and, I daro sny, somo of them re- 
quixed somo sweols of a vory different kind the 
next day, such as ihe doctor provides, not the 
conloctioner,

My puan M-—~, 

Mr. W—— is groat in chemistry, me 
chanics, galvanism, mesmorism, tablo-turning, 
and fortilo in all sorts of strange contrivances 
To has olectrificd and mesmorised tho native 
till thoy look upon him as a sort of magician. 
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Ho has just constructed a new sort of tap 
for pigeon-shooting, which, on pulling the suring, 
nob only veluases a bird, lut, by means of a 
spring, throws it violently up in the air, ‘The 
postman was with him a day or te ago, and 
asked him what it was for, W-—~ told him it 
was a machino Jor distributing letters, intended 
to supersede tho use of postmen, There has 
hbeon much talk here of lato about the clectrie 
telegraph, which is being put up hetween this 
place and Bombay, and the people avo propared 
to believe anything, So the postman put, his 
packet of letters into tho trap, tho string was 
pulled, and, as you may supposo, the lottors 
wero distributed oflectually, though whether 
they reached their destination is very doubtful, 


j February £6, 185—-. 
My paar ——, 
On Wednoaday morning my nion marched 
down the ghaut to Bulwarra. We sont off owt 
tent and baggage onrly, in threo carts, intending 


to pass the forenoon in the travollers’ bungalow, 
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and follow ourselves in tho afternoon, ‘Tho 
carts were not overlonded, and although the 
stage was a long one, ib was all down-hill, ao 
wo made sure of having everything up in good 
time. 

At ono o'clock M—— started in her palkee, 
T sat waiting till ib should bo a little cooler, J 
know fow things moro trying to the pationce 
than this, which I havo ofton had to endure, 
waiting alone in a bungalow in tho heat of the 
Jay. In a sorni, ov under the shade of a tree, 
it ig move ondurable. There you aro smo to 
have groups of native travellers 10 enliven tho 
scene a little, passing by, resting, and, porhaps 
(though that is oftener dono in tho ovoning), 
constructing their little extempore fre-places, 
and cooking their flat enkes of unleavened 
bread; the patriarchal fare which, wo Know, 
was dvesged in Abraham’s tent, 

But the plain, staring, ugly bungalow-room, 
with its plain table and four plain chairs, with- 
out a sound or e sight to divort tho thoughts 
(your hooks and everything elso gono on), is 
the very oxtremo of dulnoss, 

You read tho “Bungalow rulos,” and the 
“Route,” which hang against tho wall, till you 
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know thom by heart: if cheraot wore to bo 
had for love or monoy, it would make ono smoke 
who ‘nover smoked before, ‘T'o make mattors 
worse, if possible, thero was dogpy sitting by 
my sido, who, over aud anon, set up the most 
dismal suppressed howl; saying, as plain as 
dog could speak, “ Missus is gone; what on 
earth avo wo waiting for?” 

At two o'clock T agrecd with doggy that 
riding in the sun would bo pleasanter. We set 
off, and I goon overtook tho palkee. 

About half-way down. tho ghant wo camo 
up with one of our threo caris in diffeultics, and 
we saw no moro of it till the next morning, 

About six in tho evening wo arrived at 
Bulwarra, a little villago, closely surrounded on 
all sides by jungle; and we found tho tent but 
half-pitched, and the sorvants full of complaints 
against cattlo aud drivers, Thoy had 'een nino 
hows on the road ! 

On tho little patch of gromd round our 
tent wore groups of native travollors, with their 
hovses, bullocks, and camels, As night closed 
in, thoiy fires and smoke, and. incessant chatter, 
the bellowing of tho cattle, and tho jingle of 
their bolls, tho shouts of frogh arrivals constantly 
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eaming in, formed a delightful seone of con- 
fusion. 4 

Vowover, wo wore hungry, and wanted ou 
suppor; but, alas! whatever we asked for was 
sure to be “in the cart coming behind, Sar!” 
We had, fortunately, with us in tho palkeo just 
cnough to satisfy our Iungor, so we took one 
suppor and wont to bed, Tho missing cart 
arrived at daylight next morning, and, ator 
an carly breakfast, we camo on ton miles 4o this 
place, , 

My mon are here, oneamped on the high 
bank of the Nerbudda. Tho heat in their tents 
is vory great, but they endure it willingly for 
tho sake of being near the rivor, Thero they 
amuso thomsolves boating, bathing, fishing, shoot- 
ing, all day. We havo put up in tho travollers’ 
bungalow, which is prettily situated. Its com- 
pound is“bounded on one side by the wall of an 
old fort, and bohind it is a fino grove of tama- 
yind-troea, These, you muat know, aro some 
thing liko tho elm in appearance, but rather 
moze graceful; tho foliage being lighter and 
moro dolicato, while tho irunk and branches are 
darker. 

Wo havo senf on our tont six ox eight miles 
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up tho rivor, to Ooncar, intending to follow 
ourselves on Monday. 

I think I mentioned tho sorvants having 
stuffed tho skin of a dead calf, to induco tho 
cow to continue her supply of milk, I obsorved 
that they brought the miserable offigy out with 
thom on this expedition, and we laughed at 
secing it, a6 Simrolo, suspended 10 a branch of a 
tree over the head of the mother, who was 
quiotly chowing the cud beneath it: but this 
morning I saw thom making uso of it, The 
man was proparing to milk the cow. Io had 
placed “dummy” in tho position it used to 
ocoupy on such occasions, during its lifetime, 
by its mother’s sida; and there was tle “ silly” 
cow, not only rogarding it in tho most affec- 
tiongte manner, but actually licking it, as cows 
are wont to do, two months after it has been 
stuffed | | e 


Oonoar, Fobruary 21, 186—. 
Yostorday, aflor breakfast, wo sent off ow 
baggage, and at four in the afternoon wo set off, 
M—— in her tonjon, I riding, for this placos 
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and this is the music by which sho was pc.

Theso mo sonth-of-India bearers; those from 
the north make no noise at all, or only a : 
low sort of grunting, as thoy go. Tho songs 
vary yory much, but I thought I would cateh 
ono of thom exuetlys; so hore you havo that 
which we had, with scarcoly any variation, from 

four to cight o'clock, yesterday ovoning. 
Wo had been told that the distance was six 
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miles, and fixed the time of our starting accord- 
ingly; but it must bo fully ton, and it was 
quite dark Jong before wo veached our joumey’s 
end. We wore not sorry, howevor, for this; 
for it was well to have our first view of this 
ewious placo al night. 

Ooncar stands upon a high, rocky, junglo- 
covered island, six or cight miles in cireum' 
ference, formed by the Norbudda hove dividing 
into two stroams, and xunning on both sides of 
it, On this nécount it is held peculiarly sacred 
by the Ilindoos, 

I know nothing of its history, but I believe 
it has been from time immemorial a great place 
of resort for pilgrims and othor devotees. 

Our xoad Iny through jangle as wild as any 
Tover saw. After travelling six or seven miles, 
wo cama to the north bank of tho northern 
branch of tho Nerbudda, which w@ forded, 
landing on the island of Ooncar, We now 
fanoied oursolves at our journcy’s ond, but we 
had another full hour's work before us, 

Tfaving beon misinformed as to tho distance, 
wo had not provided against dovktoss. We had 
no torches, and on we wont in tho dark, om 
path gonorally vory rough, winding, and pre- 
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cipitous, Wo thought tho island would novor 
come to an end. 

Aé ono time, in the midst of thick jungle, we 
suddenly came upon a lofty black pagoda, 'Thore 
was no light, nor any sign of life about it; but, 
as wo passed an, wa heard tho voice of the 
solitary hyzageo who inhabits il, bellowing more 
liko some wild animal {han a loman being, 

We wont on for, T snpposo, another mile, 
winding about, up and down, in all directions, 
hofore wo cuno to tho town of Ooncar, which 
is near tho south-castern extremity of the island; 
and a strange sceno it was | 

The island and tho banks of the river aro 
hore rocky, high, and steep; and Oonear is 
built upon the faco of tho rock, 

Wo passed through the strevt (so narrow that 
three horses could hardly pass abreast), ahd the 
lights, thp groups of Aguyes sitting in the open 
shops, the native music, the ancred bulla that 
continually van against us, altogether formed a 
vory striking seone, 

At length wo camo to tho hoad of a large 
flight of stono stops leading down to the water 
(for we must crogs the southorn branch of the 
rivor io find a place for out tent), 
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Tero T was rather perploxad, as I had never 
tried my horse al walking up and down stairs, 
and was doubtful how he would mannge it 
There were, T suppose, upwards of filty steps, 
of tho usual size aml slopo, and he did it very 
successfully, Wo had somo work to get him 
into a boat (for the river hore is not fordable), 
but wo managed it’ at length, and wero all 
ferried over together. 

Climbing the south bank, we found ov tent 
ready pitched under a large banyan-tree, and 
closa to some handsome dark stono pngorlas, 
The view of tho river, and the lights on tho 
other side, with the hum of voices, tho tom- 
toms, sounding of couchs, and native music, was 
altogother very striking, But wo wore not sorry 
to shut our cyes and cars to it all; and go to 
sleep, ° 

At about two in the morning we wows awoke, 
as wero all ow: sorvants, by a feurful ery, Tt 
veglly was ono of tho most distressing svunda I 
vor hoard, It was a man’s voice, ulloring no 
words, but in the tono (as wo both thought) of . 
one most thoroughly in earnest, in pain, felght, 
and despair, Worst of all, it begnmo fainter and 
faintor in the distance, and at length was heard 
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no more. I could not help feoling convineed 
that a man had been eneried off by a tigor—p 
rare ocenrrenes; but there was something 80 
peculiny in the sound that £ could not aecomt 
for it in any other way. Many people heard it, 
got up, shouted to each other, and soon all was 
quiet, again. 

This morning J have beon onileavouring to 
ascuriain tho tre cause, bat iu vain; I have 
been told two totally different stories, both 
equally improbable, T should not wonder if my 
supposition were the true one. A poor traveller, 
sleeping under a tree, might be carried offs and 
little would the devout inhabitants of Ooncar 
miss him, or care for, or inquire after him, » 

After I had written so fyr, wo went out, at 
four o'clock, to look about us. Wo crossed the 
river, and landed at tho steps which we de- 
ascended ftast night, llere the people threw 
handfuls of grain inty the water to collect thé 
fish for our amusement, From being constantly 
fod, and nevor injured, they avo very large, and 
vory bold, Tho wator seemed perfectly alivd 
with thom closo to the stops: "yon could, touch 
thom with your hand, or a stick, and they werg 
not in the least alarmed, 
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Wo now went up into tho town, looking a& 
tho shops, and making somo purelnses, Pro 
sontly wo were mot by a servant of the * Rajah’y,” 
tho Rajah af Qoncar, who camo to ask us if we 
would like to go up and see tho view from his 
houso, whieh is in tho highust part of the town. 
We climbed up accordingly. 

After socing his houso—n palace of the 
dirtiest desexiption, and on the amallest possible 
sealo——we wont on our way; and, the Rajah’s 
servant conducting 18, wo soon found ourselves 
in his Tighnoss’s presence. To was looking at 
some work which was going on at Some little 
distance from his house.’ Tho stout old gentle- 
man came io mevt ts, and Jed us to a couch 
under a high vock by the road-side, seating 
himself on a carpot by our side, Tore wo sat 
conver'sing, as woll as people might, cach undor- 
standing nbouwt one word in four that the other 
usod, for about half an hou Oh, ihab you 
gould have scon us! and the crowd of half-clad 
barbarians that stood around gazing ab ws, 
especially at M-—-, who was, of coursoy ti. 
sidered tho groater curiosity of the two, + 4 
, Among other pieces of valuable information, 
hia Highnoss told me, in answer to my question

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on that head, that ho supposed Ooncar to bo 
about a hundred thousand years olds to which 
I bowed, thinking that it might not bo considored 
polito if I wero, upon such an ovcusion, to sug. 
gost any difficultios with roforenco to the Mosnie 
chyonology. 

At longth pin and atlar were producod, 
With tho Jattor his Tlighnoss smeared our 
hands, shoulders, aud handkerchiefs, so that I 
think wo shall smoll of it for a twelvemonth; 
and, with our hands full of the formex, we took 
our leave, and by another winding path through 
the town desvonded to the river, 


Oonoar, Fobruary 23, tes—, 
My pflan ——, 

Yesterday evening we got into a boat, 
and rowed up and down the river, somo distance 
above and below the town, They showed us 
tho rock, from tho top of which devotees nsed to: 
throw thomselves down and kill thomsclvos, 
Tho practico was put an ond to by ow Govern 
mont a few years ago, and the natives who werd 


Fi 
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with us said that thoy had scen it dono more 
than once. 

Afio landing, wo sat on a high terrace, on 
the south sido of tho xivor, and watched the 
gradual lighting up of tho town opposite, a 
eurious and protty picture, 

This morning wo went out early to difforent 
points to try to take somo sketches, but wo do 
not find it easy, ‘The mass of buildings, pagodas, 
houses, and huis, clinging to the vock; and the 
constantly moving crowd of human beings on 
the terrace, the rocks, and the broad steps at the 
water's odgo; all together produce a peculiar 
effect, which il is not casy to give on paper 
Then, if ono attompts somo singlo pagoda, the 
elaborate minutenoss of the carving is too much 
both for our pationce and our skill, The place 
is moto than usually crowded to-day, m con~ 
sequence of a fair, which takes placo*hore the 
day after to-morrow, and which wo shall just 
miss Tho rocks ave, this evening, literally 
covered with people, who take up their abode 
upon them, night and day, while they aro hore, 
Most of thom aro the sellers of Ganges wator, 
with their baskets, enclosing carthen pots, in 
which they caxry it on their shoulder. 
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This evening wo persovered in our attempt 
at sketching, after which wo took a stroll among 
the pagodas, and ‘sat and gazod ab the river, end 
the hunan hive before us. 

1 do not know whothor ] mentioned in my 
last Iottor tho troops of monkeys, largo grey 
follows with black faces, that flock round ony 
tent. ‘They avo so bold, that they will come and 
take a piceo of bread out of yous ‘hand; and 
their ways and movements ava so indesorthably 
grotesque, thal, I must confess, T am novor tired 
of watching thom, Secing thom thus in their 
natural stato, they voully do present such a rich 
caricaturo of ourselves as stvpassos all descrip. 
tion or concoption. 

Among the purchases wo have mado hore, I 
have invested a shilling in ono of tho conchs or 
shells (not a secondhand ono!) which the hyve 
geos us Tis tone and scnlo avo oxnetly those 
of tho old tin horn that tho mail-conch guards’ 
used to sound. We hem it hore at all hours, a 
tho byragecs sound it at their dovollons, Tt 
strikes mo that tho trumpot which the Phavisea 
sounded whon they did thely alms, may be, it 
some way, connected with this practice, i 
would not be tho only point of vosonblanet 
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That passage in St. Mark’s Gospel, vii, 8, 4, 
would apply ag oxactly to tho Brahmins and 
all tho Hindoos as to “tho Phavisees and all the

Burwaoo, Fobruary 25, 185-~, 

Wo were up oly yostorday morning, struck 
and packed tho largo tont, and despatched it a 
little after seven o'clock, ‘Tho small ono followed 
after wo had cessed and breakfasted, when we 
adjourned to a garden of tho Rajah’s hard by; 
anid thero the oranga-trces intorlacing over our 
heads, and mango-trees in full bloom spreading 
over them, wo passed tho heat of the day very 
pleasantly, dining on a plate of sandwiches, some 
plantains, and somo oxcellont grapes. 

At three o'clock wo ombarked in a bdMt on the 
river, and dropped slowly down with the stream, 
taking our last look at Oonemr, Our progress 
was slow, and would havo been slowor but for 
the help of wo or tluco rapids which we passed 
over, ancl which woro just sufficient to give us a 
little ploasant vavioty, and to speed ug on our 
way porceptibly. Wo reached our Ilanding- 
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placo about dusk, and our tent half-anshour 
later. 

As usual, a cart was wanting; but it carried 
nothing moro essential than our table. Wo took 
our ten (upon a writing-desk and a footstool) 
and wont to bed, 

4th March, A. sad day! a sudden doath jn 
our house, We havo lost ow honest butloy, 
On our votwn home on Saturday ovoning he 
meat us at the door, hale and strong, answering 
M—s inquivics after himself ond his family 
with tho smilo which [ novor saw him bestow 
on any one else, (You know ho was always 
callod, from his singular gravity,  Solomon.”) 

On Monday morning ho sont word that ho 
had a little fovor, and could not come to his; 
work, ‘This morning, hearing that he was: 
worse, T wont to sco him; and found him very’ 
ill indeed, as T supposed, with Jivor, As nalivey; 
usually “lo, he had put off sonding for Europoni, 
modical nid till it was too late, T sont off fo 
tho doctor, and all was done that could be dong, 
but in vain, : 

Poor M—— had had a bad night, and was 
lying on hor couch depressed and anxious, fof 
sho had hoard how ill ho was, when tho aries df 
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the othor sorvants fold her (hat he was doud, 
In a few minutes his poor child, Soonderam, 
M-——’s favourite pupil, a very sweet and intor. 
esting child, rushed into tho housy in tho wildest 
guef, hor long Wnck hair loose about her 
shoulders; sho ran from roum lo roam, tll sho 
found her deav mistress, and threw horaclf down, 
with hor forchead to the ground, at hor fect + 

M—— took her up, folded tho poor child in 
her arm, and comforted her as woll as she 
could; indeed sha seemed comforted to be with 
hor merely. Tt was a most touching sight—ono 
more so I nover saw—to see tho poar child 
breale away from tho crowd of her own people, 
and fly for comfort to the one from whom sho 
had received Christin kindness. Ter sorrow 
was all tho moro affecting from the contrast 
which’ its eyidont vonlity afforded with a good 
Jeal arownd her of a differont kind; Such as is 
ibvays to bo seon and heard in abundance on 
hese occasions in Hastorn countries. 
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March &, 185—~, 
My onan ——, . 
One sight which met ow oyes on our 
yoturn homo was « lino of posts for an Wloctric 
Tolograph, which had been pub up during our 
absence, And while we wore down at tho Nov. 
dudda, there wore people rushing about all over 
the comiry, survoying for a railway! a ralbvay 
through « junglo so wild and desolate, that oven 
tho tigovs find it no oasy mattor to exist these, 
It is wondorful to seo such doings in this 
country; such a contrast 10 the procucdings (if 
ono can talk of tho proceedings of those who 
havo slood still for two thousand years) of those 
poor degraded poople, 1 supposo that, in a year 
or two, men who havo passed thei wholo lives 
without sending or yvecoiving a loiter will see 
(no, they“won’é sce Lhom) moasages flying above 
their hoads with the speed of lightning, Those 
who now carry thoir grain at tivo milos an 
hour, in carts of tho samo pattern as wovo used 
in tho days of Alexandor the Grou, will be 
making use of a goods train, and grazing, open 
mouthed, at a locomotive!

My par A——, 

Tt may bo, if it ploasa God to spare our 
lives, and all goes woll—it may bo that, a your 
henco, wo shall moot in ngland; but it is 
doubtful. One thing is cortain, that if wo do 
come, wo must all of us reduce our expenses to 
tho very lowest scale, So you and your sistors 
had bettor lay your heads togother, and consider 
what luxuries you can do without; what is tho 
smallest possiblo proportion of buticr to your 
bread you can subinit to; what degree of home- 
Iness of altive the pleasure of our company will 
compensate for; how long it may bo possible to 
make a straw bonnet, a cotton gown, and a pair 
of thick shoes lust, I assure you wo aro yery 
often” engaged in working out problems of this 
sort.

The cottage (no castle) that wo have built in 
the aly, near -——, is “small, but commodious.” 
‘Tt has a modorate-sized gardon, of which only a

Lhave a sufficient nmubor of bed-vooms for you 
all, and ono to spare for —— oul —— whon- 
ever they may honour us. ‘There is but ono 
sitting-room, and that on tho ground-floor, Je 
is furnished with plain woodon kitchen chairs, 
but, ab mammo’s carnest ontveaty, Thave allowed 
her to work cushions for six of thom: four for 
you three girls and herself, and two for any 
visitors of tho softer sex who may happen to call, 
Butwo shall not have many visitors; we company’ 
mostly with tho poor about us—cottagars like 
ourselves, 

Our ostublishmont consists of a portly cook, of 
a warm tempor, but a pattern of clenulinoss and 
honesty, ono maid, and a man, who clonns shoes, 
feeds the pigs, and works in the garden, Tig, 
last Inbowr, howevor, T shave with Iitm, in cor 
dwoys ond hob-nails; no way distinguishable 
from John, but by a moro oroct carriago, a moro 
polished manner, and what romnins of a certain 
abr of authority, naturally acquired diving » 
quarter of a contury of military sorvieo, Ant 
na I vost upon my spade on a fino spring morning, 
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inhaling the fresh English air, seonted with swoot 
English Mowors and herbs, and the fresh dug 
earth, heaving tho voices of thoso dear old 
hedge-birda, and thoso dearer young birds inside 
the opon cottage window (for there is a good 
second-hand cottage piano, seldom idle, in ona 
coor of ow: room), T cannot help fecling con- 
vineed that 1 am happior than I over was, with 
double the income, in India, 

But I must descend from ai to carth, or I 
shall havdly have room to tell you that we ave 
both woll as usual, ‘The weathor is beginning 
to fecl warm; and, in consequonce of last yenx’s 
scanty xoing, ow wolls avo all but dry, and our 
garden is in a deplorable state: not so plensant, 
cortainly, as our other garden,— ow cottage 
garden at —~. Still wo avo glad and thankful 
to havo it, Thove are fino shady treos, and 
pleasant walka; and, parched as the £bst of it is, 
here and there aro overgreen trees, that cannot 
be parched, showing, in this dry season, “like 
good men in bad timos.” One of those stands 
on the lawn in front of my window; ono which 
I value tho moro, because it is oxacily, liko the 
old evorgreon onk that used to stand, till —— 
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was wicked onongl: to cut itdown, in the gardai’ 
at O-——. ; 

Mamma’s littlo black school gocs on vory 
woll; tho happiness of the childyon, when at 
their work, overflowing, ‘Therein, indeed, sho 
is fortunate, for it seldom happens that, people, 
whether young or old, will submit so choorfully 
to your doing them good; on the contrary, 
whethor ié is a child, or a man, or a nation of 
men, they usually resist tho operation pretty 
stoutly. :

hot. We have givon wp; as untenable, afl: the:

glass, lying about on tho carpot, grinning wonder- 
fully whon I talk Tamul to thom, very quiet, 
and. vory graceful in all thei movements, 

We havo.a letter to-day from ous good frierid 
Onptain——— ut Mallogaum, commending to our.” 
charity a couple ‘of wandering -Jows, whi. aro to 
pass through M—-—~.in a fow days, “He.:de- 
setibes thont as nearly convinced of the truth of 
Olivistianity, : oe 

‘One. meots with these people not uncommonly 
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in this, ag, I suppose, in all countrios; vosom. 
dling in their story, as much ns in their fontures, 
their brethren in Europa, who, T remember, 
used to produco a packot of poucils for sale and 
ask you to halp them to Vienna or Madrid; 
whither, fox some undeniable reason. or other, it 
was desirable thoy should go, Tho last Tebroy 
Thad was a women on hor way from Bombay 
to Jorusalom, wd Calentta. 

These, Captain’——~ says, avo bound 10 Bok. 
hava}; about tho last place in tho habitable would, 
I should think, that any man in his senses would 
goto, But it is in vain questioning thom, Thoy 
produco a heap of testimonials, and talk nothing 
but Ilobrow. 

You ask mo for auy information T can give 
you on the subject of Missions in this country, 
But I am sorry t8 say, that Tam loss likely to bg 
able to sond you anything in this way now, than 
evor; for Tam not only far out of tho way of 
tho operation of any anission, but T have lately 
discontinued taking in one or two publications 
which used to givo me somo nows of this lind 
now and then, 

When I do occasionally hoax of any missionary 
suocess, it is gonerally in comoxion with one of 
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tho Scotch socictios. Possibly thoso frionds may 
be more cavoful to publish their auccosses; but 
I think they ave really move quecessful than the 
missions of our Church. And it is to be oxpected 
that it should bo so, They succeed Lotter in 
this, for tho very samo ronsons for which they 
succeed in ovorything olso. 

In porsonal character, as to ploty, and intolli- 
gonco, and perhaps cnergy, ow missionaries aro 
equal to any; but in porseveranco, in prudence, 
in carefness in tho employment of means, and 
“eapocially in training as tcachers, none avo equal 
to the Scotch, ‘Io this Inst most important 
particular I wish moro Attontion was paid, by 
those who sond out our missionarics, Ivory 
missionary ought 10 bo a trained schoolmaster ;

IT had a visit from K--—  yestorday, 
on his roturn from his districl, whore ho hes 
been for the Jas ten days. 

Tio is a good mechanic, and has always some 
work ov othor in hand for the good af his people, 
But he says that thoir obstinate projudices 
sometimes almost mako him despair, 

Thero is oxecllont ivon ore in his district, 
which is attracting somo notico, in consequence 
of tho railvay projects in this country, He 
has been trying to teach the people to work 
the ove in a better manner; and among other 
improvements he gave them a largo til, hammer 
to use, instead of thoiy small hand hammers, 
Tt scems almost incredible, but ho cannot per- 
suade th®m to use it, becnuso it oxpels the 
air-bubbles and condenses the irons “and so,” 
they say, “there must be great loss,” 

Ilo employs tho convicts in his jail at all, 
sorts of handicraft, weaving, paper-muking, &e.3, 
and the other day he put tp a waterwheel! 
to do somo part of tho work, Such a thing? 
had nevor been seon before, and ho couldi 
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not Induco oven the most intelligent of the 
“pasple to heliova that it could ever be of any 
use, until it was finished, and set going; whon 
thoy found, to their surpriso, that 2 small stream 
of wator did tho work of eighteen men, 

IT askod him why, as ho had water-power 
at his command, ho did not make them a mill. 
to grind their grain. Io said he was going 
to do so; and that tho Inst timo he saw the 
Rajah, ho asked him to allow him to mako use of 
a small steam-engine (bolonging to tho Rajah) 
for that purpose, IIis Highness, who has 
travelled, and written o book, has had an 
European education, and is said to bo tho most 
Buropenn of all the princes of India, objected ; 
as ho said it would deprive all the poor old 
women ‘(by whom all the grain is ground in 
hand-Mnills) of their livelihood. 

There is a Brahmin in tho gaol, Who, the 
other day, resolved to escape from the disgraco 
of working with his Pariah follow-prisonors by 
starving himself to death, K—— ascertained 
that ho had, in this mannor, formerly obtainod 
his liberty, when « prisoner in some native state, 
Ho placed a guard over him to onsuro his 
getting no food secrotly, and, day after day, 
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he lived on, apparently cating nothing, and 
becoming thinner and thimor. 

Tho natives bogged that ho might bo reloased, 
but K—— would not hear of such a thing, 

‘Tho man in time found the diforenes botween 
a native governmont and an Inglish ono, and 
on tho dwventy-secoud day ho gave in, and asked 
for some food. 

He was sent to tho hospital, and whothey 
he will live oy not is very doubthil, Wo wag 
frightfully omaciated, and it is believed that 
he tasted nothing but water during tho whole 
of that time, 

M—— now has hor little blacks up in hor 
yoom to read to hor and show their work, Sho 
has a new pupil, ono Boobon, Oh, that you 
could see Booboo! She is the child ‘of our 
bhistee, or water-carrior, savon years old? very 
fat, and {vith very largo black eyes, which sho 
opens wide and wonderingly at ovory attempt 
that is mado at instructing ho, 

The first timo I saw her I asked IT. B——~ 
how she was getting on with hor reading, but 
was told that she had nol yet evon made 9 
boginning, Sho was willing 10 work, but noe : 
thing would induco her to attempt the alphabet . 
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Qh, nonsonso! gond her up to tho mistress; 
sho will mako hey vend, I will answor for it]” 
So Booboo was sont up, but all invain: example, 
agument, persuasion wore lost upon Booboo; 
sho only rolled her great oyos about, and was 
mute as any fish, ‘This morning, howevor, 
TH, B——~ has brought us the encouraging nows 
that Booboo has suid A. It was olicited, it 
appears, by tho threat of a whipping, One of 
thosa very common cases, in which a groat 
result is attained by such simplo and obvious 
means, that we wondor how it was that it did 
not occur to us before,

My pran ——, 

I do not think I told you of a dsturbance 
we had in tho uativo town hore the other day, 
You know tho Tindoos have a custom of tuning 
young bulls loosa into the town, which are 
thoncoforward. considered sacred. These are, 
of course, a gront muisance, and are sometimes 
really dangerous, Captain C—— (who is the 
magistrale jiore) las very often warned the 
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people, thal if any of theso creatures did any ono 
any injury, ho wonld havo them killed; and 
ho has succeeded in getting most of thom ‘sent 
away, 

Tho other day, howover, ho received a report 
that one of tho bulls had knocked down a ehfld 
and Mv it, To at once gavo orders that the 
brulo should bo caught, and if not owned by the 
noxt morning, killed. 

Immediately the whole town was in an 
uproar, A mob of some hundreds (if not 
thousands) wont to beg the commanding officer 
to interfore, but ho rofused, ‘Tho Rajah was 
petitioned; but ho could, of course, do nothing, 
Ab midnight tho people assembled, and talked 
of attacking the pound and releasing the vielimy 
but thoy dispersed with marvellous rapidity 
when they heard that C-—— was coming. 

Varly fioxt morning n deputation of the 
principal inhabitants went to him to intercedo 
for tho intoresting creature; Dit ho was ine 
flexiblo: soven o'clock camo, and tho sacred 
bull was killed. 

Tt is impossible to give you an iden of the 
consternation which was caused sntong tho 
people, 
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Jé is a good illustration of this miscrablo 
Tlindoo religion, A man will sce his noighbour 
dio at his door of starvation, and not movo a 
hand {o help him, bué—he devotes a bull to 
Sheoval If there is ay good work undertakon, 
—a hospital, & school, a poor-house,—you can 
by no means induco theso people to take an 
interest in it, much less to make any combined. 
offort; but—lot one of tho sacred bulls be in 
danger, and thoy ave aroused in a moment, 
and thoroughly in carnest, On tho other hand, 
there is C——, a8 Inborious, just, and kind a 
magistrato as over lived, always doing them 
good, ofion against their will (whou the cholera 
was raging among thom tho other day, ho was 
visiting thom in theix misorablo huts sovoral 
hours a-day, aud giving thom modicine) ; but— 
ho has converted a worthless and mischiovous 
brute into beef; and not all his act of justice 
and merey can seve him from their hatred and 
exeeration, 

O—— called yosterday aftornoon, as wo were 
setting out for our walk, to ascortain whether 
there was any truth in a roport ho had heard 
about mo. I soon made his mind ensy on that 
head, and he accompanied us in our walk, He 
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had takon upon himself, ho suid, to contradiet 
tho voporl, bub ho had heard it assorted 99 
positively that ho full a little anxious, 

Oh, theso gossips, theso gossips! It ig of 
no 10 to notice such voporis; 46 would only 
convince people of thoy truth: as we all know, 
that tho moro a man protests ho is not angry, 
tho moro his noighbours believe ho is, 

But is it not lamontablo (M—— laughs at 
mo for using that word so often; but I think 
it is a very good word, and a very serviceable 
word, and a word wo could voy ill do without), 
ia it not lamentable, I gay, that people should 
bo such slaves to the opinion of thoiy fellow. 
mon, that they cannot undorstand a povson 
boing indopondont of it? But so it is, Take 
a hundyed men, women, and children, and will 
not ninety-nino of them ask, * What will people 
say?” wifilo tho poor solitary one will ask, (if 
he cnn mako himself hoard,) What is right?" 
And is not this lamentable? 

Well, but avo wo not to caro at all what ; 
people think ov say of us?” i 

Tell mo which people, and I will answer | 
you. If thoy are wiso and good people, Ye j 
If they ave neither, why on carth should wot | 
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By all means lot us liston to, and ens for, 
tho opinion of wise and good pooplos “for thoy 
will ‘tell us wisely and traly when wo ave right 
and when wrong. By all moans lot us nod Liston 
to, or cave for, tho opinion of people who are nog 
wise oy goods for thoy will only mfsload us, 
And as to that mysterious oxistence called 
* people,” of whom nobody knows whether they 
avo wise or unwise, good or bad, certainly tho' 
less heed wo givo to such an invisible, inaudiblo, 
intangible authority as that, tho wiser we shall 
he, 

Dr, S—— has just sont us tho skin of a 
flying squirrel, a very xavo animal ‘in these 
parts. Its body is nearly two foot long, the 
tail about six inchos; fur dark groy, The

The other day wo wore informed that a 
military insurroction had broken out in Madvia, 
Ono of opr neighbours told me that ho did 
not like to show his ignorance by inguiving 
whoro Madria was, but, not doubting that it 
was somowhero in Austria, ho oponed his map 
and scarchod diligontly for, it there, I have 
no doubt that othors wero equally puzzled: but 
I did not hour that it ocoured to any one to 
chango tho last lottor from a to d. 
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A fow days ago T wos paying a visit to 
Dr N--—, who told mo of an extraordinary 
byragee, or Mindoo dovoics, who is now ab 
J——, and whom he secs at his retigtous exercises 
every morning on his way to his hospitals, 

At the visk of making you sick, I must do- 
soribo his performances to you. 

Ho begins his day's work by what ho cflla 
«washing himsolf out,” which he docs thus:— 
Tio has  lotah, or brass pot, with a small spout 
to it, containing threo or fowr pints of water. 
Applying the spout to his nostril, he drinks 
oft, the whole, through his nose. Tho horrid 
creature thon takes a long string, passes ono 
end up cagh nostril, and bringing thom out 
at his mouth, saws it backwards and forwards 
for somo timo,—* cloaning out his brains” as he 
is pleased to call it 

To now takes d? pleco of thin rome, with a 
knot at ono ond (to provent it from going too 
for), and swallows it; and, keoping the knot

Dy, N-——~ told mo that, at this stago of 
the proceedings, his Mussulman assistant, who 
was with him, said, “Oh, sir, pray lot us go 
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on. I can seo him do all tho vost, but the 
I cannot stand.” 

Tio has a companion, who has mado i voy 
(by which, probably, tho world will not Tos 
much), never to speak for tho rest of his life 
‘his “dumb waiter” ties a ropo round the 
othor’s ankle, and hauls him up to tho branch 
of*n treo, ‘hero ho hangs by ono log, head 
downwards, threo hows in the morning, and 
the samo tine in tho ovening s being only 
lowered every half-hour to chango the log, ‘The 
log by which he is not hanging bends round 
in such a manner that the foot vosts upon, his 
hend. This may appear to you impossible; 
but the joints of thoso people are so wonderfully 
floxibla that they ean twist thomsolves into 
postures which, to us Northorns, arould seem 
incredible. 

Wo ofton hear of tho self-inflicted tortures 
that theso devotees undorgo; but it is well 
that you should havo a eloar and dofinite idea of 
what it is which theso peoplo either think mors 
aceeptablo to God, or find move ongy to praotisd 
than purity, humility, and Jove; and thorofore I 
have given you thoso somewhat sickening a 
ticulars. 
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Wo must romomber, too, thet the peoplo 
who do those things, and thoso who appleud 
md admiro thom, ave tho very samo animals 
with ourselves; equal to us in overy respect; 
differing only in ono,—~thal tho will of God 
has been made known to us, and not to them, 
Is i, onough to any that wo have ion talonts 
committed to us, while thoy have but ono? 
Swrely it would be moro irue to say that, if 
thoy havo one, wo havo ton thousand to account 
for. 

The school-childron have a holiday to-day, 
to attond tho wedding of ono of them, ‘They 
were boginning to fall off lttlo in their attond- 
ance while mamma was unable to teach them 
herself; but since she has beon able to have 
a class every day by tho side of her sofa, thoy 
havo boon very regulax, and their numbors have 
inereased. » 

You cannot think what a striking difference 
there is in appearance, dross, and manner, 
betwoon the now-comers and thoso who have 
heen a few months at school, 

Tiold you formorly that thore was one deaf 
and dumb girl among thom, There is also 
a cripple, who used to walk with tho help of

Tam not sorry to havo inkon charg 
of tho police for a month or two bofore 1 leave 
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India. I now sco moro of the natives and of 
theix character in a weolk, than I ever did before 
in six months, And if the view is not very 
satisfactory, I doubt whothor that from a police 
magiatrate’s bonch in England would bo much 
more pleasing, 

Cortainly they do lio dreadfully (which Christ- 
ims never do), I had a disputo before mo the 
othor day as to the identity of a certain bullock. 
It was five yors old, and cach of tho to claim- 
quts not only was positive and xeady to swear to 
its boing his, but brought five or six witnesses, 
all unhosilatingly idontifying it, and tracing its 
history back to its birth, This is an ordinary 
sample of thoir disputes,

somo things, especially it matters connected 
with trade, A. man will lie (upon othermubjects) 
with inimitable caso and offrontory, while his

My prar ——~; 

I think T began my last letter to you 
with a remark upon the changeablenoss of! this 
changeable world, Certainly it has not become 
loss changouble in the last fortnight, 

T was at that time on tho point of starting 
for Surat and Bombay, to embark M—~— for 
England (my own Jeave having beon ‘vefused), 

Owr first evoning’s mareh was twenty-two 
miles, over a bad road, and we did not veach 
our tents till midnight. ‘Tho noxt day's journey 
was a short one, and brought us to a traveller's 
bungalow, By this timo we found that M— 
had got a vory bad set of bearers, They did 
not clear above two miles and a-half an how, 
and, of course, sho folt a good deal fatigued, 

Our third day’s march was about twonty-five 
milos, to Sirdarpore, where we wore invited to 
stay with Major and Mrs, S——. 

When wo had got about halfway T rode on, 
and, after losing iny way sovoral times, arrived 
at tho house at about halfpast soven, TI told 
them they must not wait, that the cart with 
ayah and baby would bo in botweon nino and 
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ton, and the palkeo about cloven, So after 
dinnoy they went to hed, and J lay down and 
slopt till past midnight, whon I awoke, and 
found thal neither palkeo nov cart had arrived, 
They starled at two o'clock in the aftornoon, 

I paced the room very impationtly (for there 
wes nothing to be done) till to o'clock, whon 
the palkeo came, and half an hour afterwards 
the cart avvived, Doth had lost the way, and 
the hoavors were quite knocked up, 

To movo on the next day was out of the 
jeestion, unwilling us wo wero to loso a day ; 
io thore we stayed with ow: kind and hospitable 
vost und hostess. Meantime wo did what we 
ould to sirongthen ihe bearers, No fresh ones 
voro to be had at any pricos but, besides thoso 
muying the pall, there wore threo employed 
maying Lagyago; ono carrying a pair of pe- 
guaha, or tin boxes containing provitions and 
hings perlaining to tho tublo (usually carried in 
his manner, in-ovdor that they may bo close at 
and), tho othor tivo a cot. Thoso I added to 
ho palkes set, getting four common coolies 
reary their loads, 

Wo wont on the baggage in advance, tolling 
1m thoy waro to go to Nerwallea, fifteen iniles, 
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that wo should como up with them thovo next 
morning, pass tho day thave, and proceed cight 
miles to Boreo in tho evening. 

At tho last moment tho new coolies that had 
heon ongaged objected, afior their usual custom, 
to go, bub finally started to overtake tho vesi,* 
Major § sending a Sepoy with them, to 
mako suro that such an indisponsable part of ow 
oguipmont did not go wrong. 

Noxt morning, after losing our way, as usual, 
we camo to Nerwallee between cloven and twelve 
o'clock; and vory hot and vory hungry we were 
But neithor tont nor baggage was to bo deen 
Stupid follows! wo agrued, thoy havo gone on 
io Boree, So we made tho hest of matters, and 
bivouacked under a magnificont banyan-treo, 
We had a loaf of bread, a ham (whieh we out 
with a penknife), and somo very good water, and 
so wo bretkfnsied. Buby was in tho jolliest of 
moods; and nover did sho look ao protiy as in 
that wild scono, with the gigantic arms of' the 
old trea spreading far and wide ovor hor hoad, 

Jn the ovening wo wont on to Bore, but 
found no tonis or baggage there | 

Tlowever, whilo 1 was tolling to the head 
man of tho placo about golting us somo shelir,, 
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tho tonis anade their appearance, and by' tho 
timo they wore pitched, tho rost of the things 
had arrived, excapt tho cot, and the indispon- 
sable potarrahs, Those, wo learnt, had nevor 
joined the rest, which had boon wendoving about 
in the junglo for twonty-four hours, having lost 
the way. : 

This was bad; still wo had gained somothing, 
Besides sholtor, servants, clothes, and ono cot, 
wo had now food ond cooking-things, a teapot, 
kettle, a tumbler, a fingor-glass (which I was 
not too proud to use as a drinking-glass), one 
knifé, and one teaspoon, I must not forget a 
papor-cuttor, which spread bread and buttor as 
woll as a knife, 

Aftor sonding back a noto to Major S—, 
asking him to send out and inquire after our 
petarralis, wo had our ten and somo mutton- 
chops (which tasted none tho worse fer want of 
knife and fork), and wont to bed, I making 
royself vory comfortable in the palkce.

telling mo that my leavo to Jngland was, attor 
all, granted | ; 

Wo tuned at once to tho right about, to the 
amazoment of our servants, wad avo now rosting, 
during the heat of the day, within six or cight 
miles of Sirdaypuro. 

T shall leave my ¢mpedimenta there, go back to 
M——, and arrange my affairs thore for a final 
start, and hopo to bo back at Sirdarpore to 
continue my journey in fowr or five days, 

No tidings yot of the poturrahs! ‘This is the 
third day that wo have heen caving ham with a 
penknife, and using our fingors for knives and 
forks, 

J think this is tho wildost and most uncivilised 
part of India T hava over seon, It is inhabited 
solely by Bhools—-a very degraded xace, Ong 
of theinfiroat {oasis is just going on, and wo seo 
them as wo pass, non and boys, dancing round 
and vound in a circle, singing and beating 
drums, and looking os barbarous as possible, 

But it is an old vomavk, that thoro is no ong 
so ignorant bus you may learn somothing frott 
them that is worth knowing; and theso savaggl. 
axe no exception to the rulo: for we avo glad'te

Jearn from thom what T dofy the wisest of mon 
to find out for himself—the way to tho noxt 
village, 

Ono of these wild mon of the'woods, gonorally 
emvying his how and arrows with him, always 
atlonds us as a guide, The worst of it is, that 
as it is their custom to rolieve each other at 
ovary villaeo. and as. T holieyo, they very 
8. thle, they sithor 
cannot, or will not, guide you anywhere except 
to the nearest village, which is sometimes in- 
convoniont. For instance, yor want to go from 
A to B, and there 
may bo a vory 
straight road; but 
you will be vory 
lucky if you got tho guide at A to take you 
anywho but to the nearest village, 0, Thence 
you will probably bo conducted to 1B} and so, 
vid B, you get to your destination in time.

Jubboogaum, March 20, 185—, 

My pran ——, 

My last lottor 10 you was despatched 
whon wo wore on tho point of leaving Sirdarpore 
the second time, 

Our first march, which we made in the even 
ing, was a short ono,—only soven miles to 
Bhevlkorra, at the top of tho ghant, Having 
already onco gone and retwmed by this road, 
wo thought wo could dispense with guides; 
and, ind@éd, the way was so plain that I can- 
tored along, scarcely over needing to look to the 
vight or Toft, and aaon renched our halting. 
ground, M-—— was not so fortunate; hoy. 
bearers lost tho way as soon as it was dark, and, 
for nearly two hours T waited for her yvather } 
anxiously, feaving that thoy must: havo talon 
tho rond to anothor ghaut, ‘However, by eight’ 
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o'clock: wo found ourselves all togethor, baggage, 
sorvanis, and all, Noxt morning we went down 
the ghaut to Nurwallee, where wo encamped in 
our old quaviors, under that splendid banyan- 
treo. 

Yor an hour together (I think I might say 
for hours) I stood, ov lay, gazing at that old 
treo, wishing that I could give you, oithor by a 
* skoich ov by doseriplion, an idea of its grotesque 
magnificonee, 

» Perhaps there is nothing in India of which 
you at homo havo a more inadequate idea, An 
ordinary banyan-Lrea, notwithstanding the well- 
known peculiarity of its growth, is hardly more 
remarkable than an ordinary oak, But with a 
really fine old banyan, a banyan-tvee in ruins, 
thoro is no treo in the world to compnro, 

Tn the afternoon wo went on to Bores, and 
the noxt day to Kuttallee, ‘This staga was set 
down in our route as favelve miles, and wo 
started about threo in, tho afternoon, taking 
good care to havo guides with us; for ow rond, 

* Geen by day, could hardly bo distinguished from 
the footpaths which evoseed it Wo arrived, 
somo timo after dark, at a village; said to be 
eight miles on ourway, flattering oursolves that 
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thore lay but four more between us and one 
tent, Iloro wo took a fresh guide, who, alter 
leading us out a mile or so, esexped into tho 
junglo and disappeared, Cho palkee was pat 
down, and wo waited half an honv till wo could 
got another; and then on wo went, surely the 
Tongost fowr iniles that over were known, J 
could sco by tho stars that tho follow was lead 
ing us to almost all tho points of the compass in 
succession, and I strongly suspeoted that he 
was misleading us purposely, Tt was a sovere 
trial to ono’s tempers but when 1 questioned 
and threatened him, the poor savago lucked so 
imocent that 1 could not determine thet ho was 
guilty. I got ofl’ my hovao, boing tired of riding 
at a slow foot-paco, and plodded after him in 
a sort of desperate pationce, until half an hour 
after midnight, when he was pleased to cohduct 
us to our,jent, Whothor ho could havo brought 
us by a shortox way or not ig, T suppose, among 
the things which will novor be certainly known, 

Tho noxt day we started, at lulfpost two, 


for Allee Rejpore, about cloven milea distant, ' 


whove wo had beon told there was a bungalow, 
This wo reached in good timo, Wo found it in 
so dirty aud ruinous 9 condition that wo shoul 
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have proferred ot tents but our poople had 
yondo ready “for as in tho bungalow, so thoro 
was no help for i, It had been occupied by 
some natives; who had readily tine out to 
mako way for us; Dut iL was nob so onsy to got 
nid of covtain “ small duor,” joint-oceupants with 
them, who had probably a strong attachmont 
to the place, and, regarding ua as intruders, 
gavo us soma trouble, 

Our noxt day’s march was to Doohatly, 
fifteon miles. Wo wont half way in tho morm- 
ing, xosting during tho heat of the day undor 
some trocs in a beautiful jungle, through which 
owt ond Iuys 

Tove wo first obgorved a voy curions thing, 
which we have often scon sinco, but novor, that 
I xvemombor, before We woro under two 
hanyaft-treos, of no grant size, and having only 
one stem cach, Before wo caro upsdo thom, 
we obsorved a tall palm-treo rising through the 
middle of cach, but, on coming close up, we 
looked for the stom of tho palm-troa in vain; 
aach one of thom having sprung up from,thd 
same spol with a banyan, the lattor had .gra« 
tually ombraced it with its Abyos, which had 
frown round the palm, and united in one solid 
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unk, From the centro of this, ffleon or 
twonty foot from the ground, among the aprond- 
ing boughs of the banyan, it emerged, shdoting 
straight up, high above all We havo goon 
many instances of the same thing since Th 
this light sandy soil thes palm-trees grow in 
immense numbers, and ib appears to bo the 
principal occupation of most of the villagers to, 
collect the juice from them, 

‘Wo often seo them at this work, and very 
hard work it must bo, for thoy avo of vory great 
height, and, of course, porfectly smooth from top 
to bottom, 

The juico is, I think, vory xofveshing, and 
Tnovor rofuso n glass whon T can got it ‘Choy 
oil it down into sugar, 

Wo continued our journey to Deohatty, and 
next morning to Oodypore, through the same 
vory bomuitul jingle (the most beautiful, oxeopt 
that of Coorg and tho Western Ghauts, that 
T have seon), still lod by tho same wild guides, 
with bows and avrows in hand, and somotimos, 
Tam sorry to say, vory drunk —~ tho only 
symptom of civilisation discovorablo anvong 
them, 

At Oodypore is a Rajah, who is always ot 
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wemoly civil lo Europeans when he hes an 
opportunity, which, howovor, is seldom, as ho 
doog ‘nob seo moro thin ono in tivo or thies 
yous, [To no sooner heard of our wrvival than 
ho aent w presont of xoma fowls, rico, flour, ghee, 
sugar’, buttor, aul IT don’s know whut hesides; 
and offered to come and seo me, and show mo 
whaiovor was to bo seon in the place, IT have a 
' great nvorsion to these visits, for I know little 
of theso people's language, and loss of’ thoir 
customs; end as all tho followers and servants 
ava present, and observe everything with the 
utmost attention, one’s ignorance on such occas 
sions is suro of tho greatest possible publicity, 
So I mado an excuse, and got off 
However, an hour or two afterwards, camo 
a deputation of four or five of his principal mon 
to pay ma a visit. ‘Lhis would have been almost 
at bad; but, fortunately, I was just don on tho 
point of taking my bath: so I called them to 
the tont-dooy, and, putting my hend—unwashed, 
unshavon, ind unbrushed as I was— through, a 
crevico, I disnissod thom with such civilitiod ag 
I could manage to oxpross. ‘That svas all thoy 
anw of tho Sahib; and I should rather like to 
‘know what sovt of report of him they took to his 
Highness, thelr master. ‘ 
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Koom Chewkoy, Mmoh 26th, 


Wo came on, without much variety ox any 
inoidont worth recording, to within twenty miles 
of Brouch, whon wo left the benton road for a 
short out, which wo had boon advised to take (I 
love short culs). 

On tho morning of tho 24th wo reached the 
Nerbudda, ion miles above Broach, intending to 
cross it in tho ovoning, and pitch for the night 
at a villago said to bo four milos favthor, 

Wo havo great difficulty in ascertaining tho 
Qstances in this part of the world; for, in the 
first place, thoro are two kinds of koss, a long 
and a short one, and ono cannot always be sure 
which is meant: the long one is ebout two 
milos, the other about half that distance, ‘Then 
tho people hore talk nothing but Coozoratteo, 
of which ,ncither I, nor any ono in my’ cont 
pany, undorstand on word; and, lasily, it is a 
matter of porfact indifferoned to thom whother 
thoy toll you right or wrong, 

Our short cut not boing mugh froquonted, 
wo found no means of getting tho horsoa norosa 
the river, and so wero obliged to swim thom, 
Ono of thom did it easily; but the othor, my* 
boat, Twas vathor alarmed about: he was very. 
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mucl distressed, I held up his chin by the 

" gido of tho boat, and thought it waa tho brondost 
river Chad over crossed, Tlowovor, it eame to 
mond at lust; wo landed him safely, and went 
on our way’ 

Bul wo found we had boon misled, and at 
dght o'clock ot night held a consultation 
whethor we should pass the night where wo 
wore then, or go in search of ony tonta and 
haggago, which wore nobody know whore, Wo 
decided on the latter, and fouad thom at half 
past ten, 

That was a wretched rido, I was so vory 
sleopy that I could not, by any offort, keop 
awalo, For an hour I was continually falling 
fast asleep on my horse, and awnking again: 
obliged, as usual, to koop him back to about two 
miles “an hour, that I might not part company 
with tho palkeo, No ono who has nv tried it 
ean conceive tho misory of such « condition, 
Every time that you opon your eyes you soo all 
sorts of visions ubout you: a high bank, appa: 
rontly vising closa to you, which vanishes the 
next moment, ‘Then there is some one-walking 
with tho guide in front of you, and you-wonder 
ho it can bo, till you find it is a*mere delusion. 
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AA last hevo is tho villago—all the housos so platy 
that there can be no mistake; you only wondor 
how thero can ho auch largo buildings in wv litde 
village in tho jungle. Llowover, thorv it is— 
until it, too, vanishes in its turn, end you wonder 
how your faney can have converted those bushes 
and stunted. trees into a village, 

Txpecting to reach our ground carly, wo had 
determined to ding in the evening, but wo ware 
much too tired, and agreed lo put off onx dinner 
till breakfast-time noxt morning, Wo wore not 
long in gotting to bed; and whon wo awoke 
ai five o'clock in tho morning, it did seom to 
have boon a maryollously short night} 

Wo ato on brewkfast (and dinnoy of the day 
bofore) at Oonkloysiv, at which placo our short 
cut came lo an end, and we vojoined the beaten 
track, . 

On calpalating tho distances, as woll ns I could, 
from villago to villago, 1 found that tho short 
cut was about two miles longor than the usual 
road. But I may havo miscaleulated. At any 
rato, as I said before, I do lovo a shovt out, 

Tho hoat, during tho Inat fow days, hag beon 
intouse, and we never felt it more than wo did 
yostoray ub Oonkloysir, My thormometor ig 
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+ ina box, of which T have lost tha keys and it 
is, perhaps, well that ft is wo, or J might hove 
given you av account of ifs porfosnanees, which 
you might have found herd of belief, 

Wo pitched wider xome trees at the ontranco 
to the town, and soon found tht it was a fa 
yourlle encamping-ground for travellers, mime 
bors of whom halted near us for tho duy. 

The noise, tho dust, the jingling of the bells 
of the bullocks, and, incessant and abovo all, tho 
perpetual stamping of half-a-dozon luge hammers 
ato papor-mill, hard by, mado the heat seem the 
groater, Who, indecd, could think of the poor 
wretches working those hammers (it is dane 
trondmill fashion) and bo cool ? 

Thero wore a good many women among tho 
travellers; and we wore much struck, aa wo 
have often beon, since wo came into this part of 
the country, with their beauty, and We beauty 
of thoiy dress, Thoy axe the finest women, both 
in figure and free, that I have scon in India, 
And thety dress, which differs little from thas8f 
the women of' a large part of Tndia, i6 most por 
fecily becoming, and sota thom off tb ad youy 
best advantage, 
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A little tight-Ruting bodice, with short sloaves, 
bordoved with silvor ov othor embroidery, Js tho 
covering of the upper part of the porson; the 
sareo, a fine piece of cloth, a sort of iouslin, of 
a peeniar md very light texture, clothes the 
lower, The saree is oight oy ton yarda in length, 
and ifs width is sufiteiont to vorch from tho waist 
fo the ankles, Tt is wound vounl the body, and 
the ond of it thrown, in the most gracotal mamner 
imaginable, over the head, leaving the faes visible, 
bué vailing tho rest. 

The favourite colours were crimson, durk blue, 
and dark greon, and the wholo dress (whieh, by 
the by, has noithor pin, string, button, nor hook 
and oye) costs about tivelve ox fourteen shillings 

Lwish Toould carry ono of these damsels off, 
ant put her under a glass caso ab the Paris Bx 
hibition, to teach the fine ladies of Englund and 
Franco kd to dress, 

My picture (a sad daub, 1 fear) would be 
incompleto, if I did not add thet tho arms, anklos, 
fingors, {oos, and ofton the ows end nosos also, 
axe decorated with ornamonts, aa gay and be 
cotuing as tha dress; and that thers is not one 
of thom who is not as orect ax an arrow. 
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So looker! Rebekah, and so was sho drossod, T 
havo not a doubt, when Abraham's servant mot 
hor aé the wall.

LLowever good 
accommodation wo might have had, wo could 
have little conifort in such a crowd, 

Thero aro upwards of two hundred passengers, 
and about a hundred and thirty sit down to 
dinner covery day in tho saloon, You may 
imagine what a clatter there iss Wo have 
English, Amoricans, Gormans, Spantards, Dutch, 
and French; and the talking in so mmy Jan 
guages, tho calling, the wailers rushing about, 
altogether mako a strange scono | 


Trioste, April 27, 185—. 
We landed at Suez on the morning of the 
19th, and, after resling 0 few hows at tho hotel, 
set ofl to cross the desert, ‘Thirty vans wero 
auployed for our conveyance; theay sturlod in 
detachments of five or aix at a time, ouv’s boing 
in the second detachment. Wo had u very good 
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journey, changing horses every six or eight 
iniles, andl stopping three times, an hour or two 
each fimo, for rest and rofreshment; and yery 
good and comfortable everything was, Ik was 
very stumge Lo find hotels standing in tho miflst 
of’ the desert, whero I pitched my tent twenty 
years ago. Indeed I thought a good doal, as 
you may suppose, of those times, : 

We had no time to seo anything of Cairo. 
Arriving there in the afternoon, very tired, 
wo ambarked early next morning, on board a 
steamer on the Nile, which brouglit us half way 
to Alexandvia, a railway bringing us the rest. 
Wo arrived late at night, and found that all the 
steamers for Southampton, Trieste, and Mar- 
seillea, wore to start at noon next day, so we had 
little enough time before us. 

The grentor part of the morning was oceupied 
in golting possession of our baggage. « J his had 
been taken from us at Suez, and sent across 
separately. 

Fancy the baggago of two hundred people, all 
thrown inla a large warehouse, in utter con- 
fusion, covering the whole floor, two or threa 
boxes deep, On the top of all this were the 
jssengers (not all at one time, happily) jumping, 
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aul striding about, from ono box to another, 
endeavouring to ostrieale their own property 
trom the magi; aid many huventing over losseg 
or broukages, I never saw such a seen. 

Twas very fortunate, and got all mine together 
in good time, Ou friend Mir, C——= was logs 
go, and loft seven out of ten boxes behind him, | 

Vrom Aloxandria hither we should have had 
vmost beantifal and enjoyable veynge, (part of 
it was so), Lut that, aftor leaving Corti the day 
belore yesterday, we encountered a gale of wind, 
which blew in onr faces’ona wholo day, with 
rain, cold, and mist, which quite doprived us of 
the beautiful view we should otherwise have had 
of the const.
